= proof Liberty eagles were struck during the Mint's first year of commercial proof coinage. 
2%. Of those, three pieces are included in institutional collections. Together with the present 
ty coin, no other 1858 proof eagles are confirmed, making this coin the only example in 
private hands. Its pedigree traces all the way back to its year of mintage, when George 
Seavey purchased it as part of a complete gold, silver and minor proof set in 1858. He sold 
it to millionaire Boston collector Lorin G. Parmelee in 1873. Other famous owners include 
William H. Woodin, Virgil Brand, Wayte Raymond, F.C.C. Boyd, Dr. Charles W. Green, Amon 
Carter, Sr., and David Akers as agent for Ed Trompeter in January 1984, and it has not been publicly 
offered since. Our current consignor purchased it privately from Heritage Auctions in 1998, and it has resided in the 
Duquesne Collection ever since. We repeat, this soectacular Choice proof is unique in private hands, unavailable to 
the public for 36 years, and it may be decades before it is offered again.

Focused on the key With Motto branch mint dates, this fine collection includes 
all Carson City issues including the 1870-CC — one of the great rarities in the 
double eagle series. The coin is certified VF30 PCGS, with only 35 to 45 pieces 
known in all grades. Other scarce-to-rare twenties include an 1871-CC certified Se ae 
AU55 NGC and an 1872-CC graded AU58 PCGS. Several key S-mint scarcities ae 
include the 1866-S Motto certified MS62 PCGS, and a splendid 1874-S graded MS63 a 
PCGS, plus a surprisingly elusive 1868-S graded MS60 PCGS. 


The Dr. and Mrs. Steven Duckor Collection of Lincoln Cents 


Those who have followed Heritage Auctions throughout the years need no introduction to Dr. Steven Duckor, 
; who has assembled exceptional collections in many U.S. series, including Barber dimes, quarters, and 
halves, Walking Liberty halves, gold dollars, Indian eagles, and Saint-Gaudens double eagles. He 

brings yet another magnificent collection to our Central States auction — this time, Lincoln cents. Dr. 

Duckor loves coins, but he is very much focused on value. Each collection is carefully crafted with 
attention to the things that create real value: Quality at the highest level, soectacular eye appeal, 

original surfaces, and nuances that make all the difference among the finest of the fine. It is no 
surprise, then, that his Lincoln cent collection runs only from 1909 to 1933. He says, “that is where 85% of the value 
lies.” Likewise, the collection is 100% CAC endorsed, recognizing the powerful impact CAC approval has on value. 
Dr. Duckor points out that the number of CAC submissions that successfully earn a CAC sticker primarily 


range from just 3% to 23% of all submissions, depending on date and mint, among 
the Lincoln cents in his set. Fully one third of the Lincoln cent collection remains in 
their original holders — no upgrades were sought for those coins (the old holders 
add value). Steve retired a year ago after 41 years of medical practice, and is 
enjoying his three grandchildren. He is still pursuing his collecting career, “returning 
to his roots” and building a set of Standing Liberty quarters, which first interested him 40 
years ago. One can only imagine what a great set that will be. |

up the entire set, which guarantees a huge following among Morgan dollar 
collectors. Competition is intense at the top. This set features 10 of the 13 
coins in Premium Gem or finer grades, about half of which are Plus-graded 
with CAC endorsement. Among the key dates, the 1889-CC grades MS63 PCGS, 
the 1879-CC is certified MS65+ Prooflike PCGS, CAC, and the 1893-CC is a nice 
MS64+ PCGS.

Selections from the Wind River Collection 


The Wind River Collection had its start in the 1960s, but it was not until the early 1990s that an 

emphasis on New Orleans coinage emerged — especially from the late 1830s through the early 

1840s. The collection includes a proof 1837 No Stars Seated dime (always important for type), 

» as well as a pair of Mint State 1838-O silver issues — the half dime and dime. O-mint coins 

dated 1840-O are complete by denomination and include important varieties.

The second 
collection is a Liberty nickel set, circulation strikes, 1883 to 1912-S, a 33-piece set graded MS64, also in old PCGS 
holders. None of the coins in either lot have been submitted to CAC. These two Platinum Night sets offer upper- 
end quality and a significant opportunity for circulation strike specialists. Each slab still has the original purchase 
date and amount paid for the coin.

In MS63 it 
is genuinely scarce, and finer coins are rare. The 1901 Morgan 
in Gem condition is one of the rarest dates in the series. In A 
Guide Book of Morgan Silver Dollars, fifth edition, Q. David Bowers 
gives the 1901 an Optimal Collecting Grade of only MS60, which 
vividly represents just how difficult it is to find a nice, higher-grade 
Mint State example of this issue. This Select representative is 
significantly finer than that entry-level MS60 grade, yet it is not 
so high-end that it is out of reach for collectors. Abrasions are light 
and unobtrusive. Warm golden toning on each side lightens in the 
centers, producing attractive eye appeal.

Both the High Relief twenties 
and the cameos were relatively small in size, and each showed 
evidence of intricate detailing. As Kathryn Greenthal states in 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens, Master Sculptor: “In the coins, as in his 
cameos, his craftsmanship and innate genius met and conquered 
their first and last challenges.” That craftsmanship is abundantly 
evident on this particular near-Gem High Relief.

In the preface to 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens, Master Sculptor, John K. Howat distills the 
near-universal appeal of the sculpture of Saint-Gaudens, and by 
extension, the universal acclaim his High Relief double eagle has 
received from the collecting community since it was struck in 1907: 


“Saint-Gaudens’smature works all possesssuchsuperb qualities 
ofline, form, color,andsurface,andspeaksowellofblendingthe 
ideal and real, that they capture equally our mind and our 
eye with the illusive impact of great beauty found only in 
the finest art objects.” 


When the “ideal and real” is combined with “great beauty” the 
result in coin form is indeed a fine art object, and that is how the 
High Relief twenties have been regarded by collectors since they 
were first produced. This is the scarcer Flat Rim variant, a coin that 
displays bright, satiny luster and even yellow-gold color.

Nevertheless, it can now be said that the 1916-S is rarer 
than the 1911-D, 1914-D, 1914-S and 1915-S in an absolute 
sense. Current research also reveals that the 1916-S is rarer than 
the 1911-D, 1914-S and 1915-S in high grades.

All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
merchandise; and all payments are subject to a clearing period.

Carter, Sr., and David Akers as agent for Ed Trompeter in January 1984, and it has not been publicly 
offered since.

Several key S-mint scarcities 
include the 1866-S Motto certified MS62 PCGS, and a splendid 1874-S graded MS63 
PCGS, plus a surprisingly elusive 1868-S graded MS60 PCGS. 


The Dr. and Mrs. Steven Duckor Collection of Lincoln Cents 


Those who have followed Heritage Auctions throughout the years need no introduction to Dr. Steven Duckor, 
who has assembled exceptional collections in many U.S. series, including Barber dimes, quarters, and 
& halves, Walking Liberty halves, gold dollars, Indian eagles, and Saint-Gaudens double eagles. He 
brings yet another magnificent collection to our Central States auction — this time, Lincoln cents.

It is 
no surprise, then, that his Lincoln cent collection runs only from 1909 to 1933. He says, “that is where 85% of the 
value lies.” Likewise, the collection is 100% CAC endorsed, recognizing the powerful impact CAC approval has 
on value. Dr. Duckor points out that the number of CAC submissions that successfully earn a CAC sticker primarily 


range from just 3% to 23% of all submissions, depending on date and mint, among 
the Lincoln cents in his set. Fully one third of the Lincoln cent collection remains in 
their original holders — no upgrades were sought for those coins (the old holders 
add value). Steve retired a year ago after 41 years of medical practice, and is 
enjoying his three grandchildren. He is still pursuing his collecting career, “returning 
to his roots” and building a set of Standing Liberty quarters, which first interested him 40 
years ago. One can only imagine what a great set that will be.

A Top 10 PCGS Registry Set in the popular Carson City Morgan Dollars, 
Circulation Strikes (1878-1893) category, The Tara Collection consists of many 
high-end Premium Gem and Superb Gem examples.

up the entire set, which guarantees a huge following among Morgan dollar 
collectors. Competition is intense at the top. This set features 10 of the 13 
coins in Premium Gem or finer grades, about half of which are Plus-graded 
with CAC endorsement. Among the key dates, the 1889-CC grades MS63 PCGS, 
the 1879-CC is certified MS65+ Prooflike PCGS, CAC, and the 1893-CC is a nice 
MS64+ PCGS. Several coins come out other respected collections including Ponderosa | aaa 
or Coronet collection pedigrees. ae 










Selections from the Wind River Collection 


The Wind River Collection had its start in the 1960s, but it was not until the early 1990s that an 
emphasis on New Orleans coinage emerged — especially from the late 1830s through the early 
1840s. The collection includes a proof 1837 No Stars Seated dime (always important for type), 
as well as a pair of Mint State 1838-O silver issues — the half dime and dime. O-mint coins 
dated 1840-O are complete by denomination and include important varieties. 

Of special note is an 1840-O No Drapery half dime, the finest-certified Small 
Mintmark V-3 piece hailing from the Benson Collection, and later from Eugene 
Gardner's incomparable Seated Liberty collection. An impressive 1840-O 
dime is the Eliasberg Large O, No Drapery specimen, certified MS63 with CAC 
endorsement. Quarter and half dollar lots include attractive Mint State 1840- 

O varieties, all conditionally rare at their grades, while the gold denominations 

include an 1840-O quarter eagle graded AU58 PCGS (rarely seen any finer) and a 
memorable 1840-O Narrow Mill five dollar, Ex: Eliasberg-Bass, with only one piece certified 
finer at PCGS. 





The Scherr Family Collection 


Assembled over a period of 10 years, Liberty nickels in this collection come from the PCGS Registry Set named 
Grandpa's Dream, which ranks highly in the PCGS Liberty Nickels Basic Set, Circulation Strikes 1883-1912. 

: The collection consistently hovered around the #2 or #1 spot at different times — a fact that 

® makes our consignor proud. Needless to say, the quality is superb. Most of the consignment 
grades at the high-end Premium Gem or Superb Gem level, while the Registry Set includes

The United States struck 
Philippine coinage at the San Francisco and Philadelphia mints, and later at 
the Manila Mint that opened in 1920. In all, the Philippines were under U.S. 
sovereignty from 1898 to 1936. The Mahal Collection provides a history 
of those years through its coinage. The current consignment features 
many more interesting and rare Philippine lots, including a rare 1920 
Manila Mint gold medal, PCGS Genuine with Unc Details, HK-1031, 

Allen M-3, Krause-X#11b, with an estimated mintage of just 10 pieces. 
The always-interesting Mahal Collection includes an impressive group 

of U.S. error nickels, plus assorted U.S. collector coins in consistently high 
grades. 





The James E. Blake Collection 


Assembled by a collector in the mid-1990s, the James E. Blake Collection consists of just two lots, but it is more 
informative to say it includes two complete collections. The first is a 23-piece collection of three cent nickels 
1865 to 1889, all circulation strikes, grading almost entirely MS64 and housed in older PCGS holders. The second 
collection is a Liberty nickel set, circulation strikes, 1883 to 1912-S, a 33-piece set graded MS64, also in old PCGS 
holders. None of the coins in either lot have been submitted to CAC. These two Platinum Night sets offer upper- 
end quality and a significant opportunity for circulation strike specialists. Each slab still has the original purchase 
date and amount paid for the coin.

The reverse motif was 
strengthened on the Newman 1-C die to include solid lines for each intertwined ring border. The 1-C CURENCY variety (just one “R”) is the 
most-available of the popular CURRENCY misspellings. Each variety adds to the mystique of what is perhaps the most enigmatic of all Colonial 
issues. 


This is a particularly well-struck example, with smooth, silver-gray surfaces punctuated by only a few deep-gray spots and tiny nicks that 
often inhabit the issue’s vulnerable pewter surfaces. Soft luster glows in select areas on both sides. Delicate legends and central elements 
are complete and sharp. Like some other Colonials, these distinctive pieces may have been struck abroad, possibly as late as 1783. Others 
believe they were struck on American soil either in New York or elsewhere — the circumstances clouded by the fall of New York to the British 
on October 28, 1776. Either way, Continental dollars remain scarce-to-rare and among the most cherished of America’s early numismatic 
heritage.

Continental dollar, one of the most storied and researched coins in 
American numismatics for more than two centuries, continues to 
be among the most enigmatic relics of the colonial American era. 
From the infancy of numismatic pursuits in the United States, the 
Continental dollar has been upheld as an essential piece of American 
coinage, despite an uncertain origin. 

The traditional origin theory familiar to modern numismatists 
was established by numismatic scholar Eric P. Newman. Newman’s 
work was published in the July 1952 issue of The Coin Collector’s 
Journal, and later in the August 1959 issue of The Numismatist. In 
a landmark study, Newman presented the case for the Continental 
dollar being a more durable replacement for the paper currency that 
the Continental Congress had authorized. One variety of the coin, 
showing the legend “EG FECIT,” meaning “EG made it,” led Newman 
to discover a profound connection between the Continental dollar 
and early New York paper currency, which shared major elements of 
the design. Extensive contemporary records name American engraver 
Elisha Gallaudet as the engraver for the New York currency printing 
plates. Newman developed a convincing theory that Gallaudet 
was also the source of the Continental dollar dies, connecting the 
enigmatic coins to the Continental Congress, and virtually cementing 
them in the U.S. coinage series. 

It was not until recently that another plausible origin theory was 
presented to the numismatic community. In the January 2018 issue of 
The Numismatist, Erik Goldstein and David McCarthy presented new 
findings concerning the Continental dollar that suggested a European 
origin for the coin. Perhaps the most significant evidence of this were 
inventory notes for a British Museum numismatic collection that had 
been assembled by Sarah Sophia Banks, whose collection included 
an example of the Continental dollar. Her notes on the coin, which 
she had acquired prior to 1790, read: “Continental Dollar. 1776. 
never current, struck on speculation in Europe, for sale in America...” 
In another ledger, compiled later in her life, Banks stored a typeset 
flyer that read, “These American Medals at Six-Pence Each N.B. 
Representing the Paper Currency of a Dollar, which goes for Four 
Shillings and Six-pence in that Country.” The flyer then gave a detailed 
description of a Newman 3-D dollar, with EG FECIT on the obverse. 
Goldstein and McCarthy concluded their article by suggesting that 
these new findings, in combination with a lack of U.S. Congressional 
records for the production of a dollar coin in 1776, rendered the 
traditional theory of the coin’s origin unlikely. 

Although both origin theories have credibility from a certain 
point of view, both also fail at this time to explain some questions that 
arise when they are explored in depth. As a result, debate continues 
among numismatic scholars. Perhaps, however, the importance of 
these coins does not hinge on the origin of the pieces themselves, 
but on their history with the hobby that is American numismatics. 
Many prominent 19th century collectors owned a Continental 
dollar of one variety or another, including George Seavey, Lorin G. 
Parmelee, William Sumner Appleton, and others. Regardless of the 
circumstances surrounding the coin’s origin, the Continental dollar 
has been an integral part of United States numismatics since the 
beginning of the hobby in America. Moreover, the depth of study and 
research that has been poured into this issue over the course of two 
centuries embodies the spirit of numismatics more fully than can be 
said of most U.S. coins. 

This piece is designated Mint State by NGC, although handling 
marks limit the numeric grade to MS60. Each side has uniform smoke- 
gray patina with elements of luster in the fields. A boldly detailed 
example, save for weakness on the E in EG.

Ex: Charles 
Jay Collection. Historically and visually one of the most recognizable 
symbols of colonial America, the Continental dollar has a vexingly 
obscure past, yet it has been a fixture in the most prominent collections 
in numismatics since the earliest days of the hobby. The basic design is 
readily traced to fractional bills issued by the U.S. Continental Congress 
from 1775 to 1779, especially those issued in multiple denominations 
in 1776. The distinctly American motifs were adapted to a 1776-dated, 
dollar-sized coin — some of which (perhaps 300 pieces) survive to this 
day — primarily struck in pewter, although there are rare brass and silver 
examples as well. Only a few dozen of the survivors are in high Mint State 
grades, including this splendid near-Gem example, certified MS64 PCGS 
with CAC endorsement. 


Multiple varieties (seven in all) exist of the rather rudimentary design, 
which includes three different spellings of the word CURRENCY (also 
seen as CURENCY and CURRENCEY), plus the present variety (Newman 
3-D) that includes the maker’s signature, “EG FECIT.” The EG FECIT 
inscription tells us that someone with the initials “EG” made these coins. 
Eric P. Newman believed the EG of that inscription was Elisha Gallaudet, 
who engraved plates for contemporary paper issues including the New 
York Water Works notes, as well as book plates, and an engraving of the 
Reverend George Whitefield, the English-born 18th century evangelist. 
Gallaudet’s best works may have been a series of individually engraved 
silver award medals produced for the Literary Society of King’s College in 
1767. 

Gallaudet was born in New Rochelle, New York, the son of the 
Huguenot settler Pierre Gallaudet. He was the fifth of nine children. After 
an apprenticeship, Gallaudet worked as a New York City engraver from 
about 1756 until the family fled New York sometime between October 
1774 and 1779, settling in Freehold, New Jersey, where he died in 1779. 
Newman ’s treatise, The Continental Dollar of 1776 Meets Its Maker, 
appeared in The Numismatist in August 1959 and comments: 








“No data has been found as to when during the period from 
October, 1774 to March, 1779 Elisha Gallaudet moved from 
New York to Freehold, N.J., but he certainly must have done 
so before August of 1776 when the British began their long 
occupation of New York.” 


Recent research by Erik Goldstein and David McCarthy agree 
with the timing of Gallaudet’s move from New York, but they embrace 
little else of the traditional Continental dollar story, particularly its very 
origins and maker. A pair of articles in The Numismatist (January 2018 by 
Goldstein and McCarthy, and July 2018 by Erik Goldstein) suggest that the 
Continental dollar was neither a dollar, nor an American issue at all, but 
rather a circa 1783 medal produced in Europe, and that Elisha Gallaudet 
was neither the engraver nor ever a contractor with the Continental 
Congress. The authors maintain he was the wrong “EG” — from the 
wrong decade, and the wrong continent. 


There are perplexing questions about the Continental dollar yet to be 
answered, yet the issue itself remains as always — a popular and scarce 
relic bridging America’s earliest colonial/post-colonial history. Its intrigue 
and allure remain intact. This impressive specimen features a semicircular 
die crack on the reverse that connects nearly all of the rings. The surfaces 
are remarkably well preserved and lightly toned with two shades of gray, 
retaining noticeable luster. There are only a few trivial surface marks that 
are expected on any 235+ year-old coin. Eye appeal is excellent. Listed 
on page 87 of the 2020 Guide Book.

CAC. Loubat-14, Betts-615. If ever there was a diplomat who could 
win over the French, placate the British, and at the same time inflame 
the patriotic fervor of America, it was Benjamin Franklin. The Libertas 
Americana medal could not be dismissed because of its beauty, and 
it enamored dignitaries on both sides of the ocean. Noted French 
medallist Augustin Dupré engraved the dies after artist Espirit-Antoine 
Gibelin sketched the concept. No doubt, Benjamin Franklin had his 
say in the final design. 

This is the only CAC-endorsed bronze Libertas Americana medal 
at the MS63 level. Glossy, mahogany brown color gives this piece 
tremendous eye appeal, while a few subtle marks — a tiny one on 
the obverse near L in LIBERTAS, and a few tiny tics in the reverse 
field above the lion — are visible under a loupe to account for the 
assigned grade.

Only 
a handful of high-quality examples have survived over the years, 
and any auction appearance of a Mint State specimen is a notable 
event for early copper collectors. PCGS has certified only five 
examples in all Mint State grades, while NGC has graded a single 
Mint State example, in MS61 Brown (3/20). Heritage Auctions is 
privileged to present the finest certified example of this elusive issue, 
the CAC endorsed MS66 Red and Brown PCGS specimen from the 
famous Missouri Cabinet and the D. Brent Pogue Collection, in this 
important offering. 


The 1811 Classic Head Half Cent 


According to Mint records, only 63,140 Classic Head half cents 
were struck in 1811, a small mintage for this series, which had seen 
a production of more than 1 million pieces just two years before. 
The coins were all delivered on July 9, and no more half cents were 
produced until 1825. In American Half Cents, the “Little Half Sisters”, 
Roger Cohen speculates the small mintage in 1811 and the long 
gap in production might be attributed to a shortage of planchets. 
Apparently, the Mint’s supply of half cent blanks ran out in 1811 and 
it was difficult to resupply in following years, due to the economic 
and political fallout of the War of 1812. 

Two die varieties that share a common reverse are known 
for the date. This coin represents the C-1, B-1 variety, with a Wide 
Date that shows the numerals 1 and 8 widely separated and the E 
in LIBERTY repunched over a smaller E. Although the Classic Head 
half cents did not circulate as extensively as their earlier Draped 
Bust counterparts, most examples of the 1811 C-1 are well-worn 
and Ronald Manley notes the variety is seldom seen in grades above 
the Fine level. The 1811 C-1 is more elusive than the C-2 variety 
and Bill Eckberg (2019) estimates the surviving population at 150 
examples in all grades. 

The 1811 was a collector favorite from the earliest days of the 
hobby and by the late 1850s, when coin collecting first became 
widespread in this country, the issue was already known as a 
sought-after rarity. In his American Numismatical Manual (1859), 
Montroville W. Dickeson described the 1811 as “rare and valuable, 
as they are to be found in few cabinets.” Examples began appearing 
at auction as early as lot 106 of the A.C. Kline Sale (Moses Thomas 
& Sons, 6/1855). The lot realized $.75, a strong price at the time. 
The present coin established the current prices realized record for 
this issue when it sold for a remarkable $1,121,250 in the Missouri 
Cabinet in January 2014. 

Beginning when the Flying Eagle cents were released in 1857, 
favored Philadelphia collectors and dealers were able to examine 
many of the early coppers that were turned in at the Mint for 
recoinage. Prominent dealer Edouard Frossard reported: 


“During the last fifteen years the vein of collecting coins 
has greatly increased in the United States. Before that 
time there were collectors, men of note, perseverance 
and genius, like Dr. M.W. Dickeson, Edward Maris, 
JJ. Mickley, and a few others, whose opportunities for 
collecting the various issues of Colonial and old mint 
pieces have not since been equaled. Had it not been for 
the spirit of research of these gentlemen at a time when 
old American coins were sent to the United States mint 
for recoinage by the thousand; many rare varieties ... 
would have been utterly lost to us. The facilities extended 
those gentlemen by a liberal mint government enabled 
them to handle thousands of coppers, and to select from 
the mass such specimens as they considered worthy of 
preservation.” 


Undoubtedly, many of the 1811 half cents we know about today were 
preserved in this fashion (thanks to Bill Eckberg for this information). 
Discounting the enigmatic 1831 issue, the 1811 remains the most 
elusive date in the Classic Head half cent series and present-day 
collectors prize examples in all grades and conditions. 


The Present Coin 

Traditionally, this coin was pedigreed to the collections of Dr. 
Hall and Virgil Brand before it was acquired by Eric P. Newman, 
but research by noted early copper specialist Del Bland indicates 
another origin for this piece. Bland’s findings were not widely 
published at the time of discovery (10/2014) and many researchers 
continue to list the older pedigree for this coin, which was printed 
in the Missouri Cabinet catalog. 

On the title page of the January 2014 Missouri Cabinet catalog, 
the Goldberg’s thanked Michael Spurlock and Del Bland for their 
help with extra provenance research for the catalog. Bland was a 
tireless student of the series and he continued his research on the 
Missouri Cabinet coins long after the sale was over. In October of 
2014, he succeeded in matching the present coin to the plate of 
the example in lot 879 of the Allison Jackman Collection (Henry 
Chapman, 6/1918). Chapman’s description of the coin was quite 
lengthy and extended the pedigree of this piece back even further, 
into the 19th century: 


“1811 G.1. Uncirculated. Sharp, brilliant impression with 
even milling around obverse and reverse. Original color, 
changing to steel color. Semi-proof surface. A superb 
example and of the highest rarity in this condition. A gem 
of the first water. Plate. 

“Note:-This coin was discovered in 1884 being brought 
by an old colored woman of Alexandria, Va. To Mr. B.H. 
Collins of Washington to whom she stated she had a bag 
of them! He thinking there was not any mistake about 
the hoard sold it to S.H. & H. Chapman for $3! With the 
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remark ‘How many more will you take?’ We said the lot. 
The woman subsequently brought him the bag but to his 
astonishment they were all 1828's 13 stars! And it has 
always been a mystery to me that an 1811 equally fine as 
the 1828's should have been in with the later date, and that 
her pick at random should have alighted on the only 1811 
in the bag! It was subsequently sold in the Warner Sale, 
$67 and there bought by Mr. Jackman.” 


Chapman mistakenly attributed the coin as Gilbert 1, the other half 
cent variety of this date, which may explain why earlier researchers 
failed to connect this description to the present coin. Confirming 
Bland’s identification, Ron Guth notes, “The plate coin from Jackman 
sure seems to match the Missouri Cabinet coin and | don’t know 
of any other 1811 that matches it.” The description of the Hall/ 
Brand coin in B.G. Johnson’s 1935 consignment from Armin Brand 
mentions a slight defect at the top of the obverse that is not present 
on this coin, further confirming Bland’s pedigree. Despite being 
consigned to Johnson in 1935, Armin Brand's estate did not actually 
sell that coin until 1951, after Johnson’s death, so it was not handled 
by Johnson and Newman in the manner of the “Colonel” Green coins 
(thanks to Saul Teichman for this information). 

Samuel Hudson Chapman purchased this coin at the Jackman 
sale and sold it to early copper specialist Howard Rounds Newcomb. 
Later, the coin passed to the fabulous collection of “Colonel” E.H.R. 
Green, via Fort Worth coin dealer B. Max Mehl. After his death, Eric 
P. Newman acquired this piece from Green’s estate, via B.G. Johnson. 
Newman and Bernard Edison (aka R. Tettenhorst) collaborated to 
form the Missouri Cabinet, which was compiled over many years and 
probably constitutes the finest collection of half cents of all time. Ira 
& Larry Goldberg Coins and Collectibles sold the Missouri Cabinet 
in a blockbuster auction in January 2014. Super collector D. Brent 
Pogue purchased this coin at that celebrated event. Pogue sold his 
collection through a series of notable auctions held by Stack’s Bowers 
and Sotheby’s in 2015 through 2017. This coin crossed the auction 
block as lot 5067 of the Pogue Collection, Part V in March 2017, 
where it realized $998,750, almost as much as the record price it 
realized at the Missouri Cabinet sale three years earlier. It has not 
been publicly offered since. 


Physical Description 

The present coin is a spectacular Premium Gem, the only 1811 half 
cent certified with the Red and Brown designation and the single- 
finest example certified by CAC. The virtually flawless surfaces show 
highlights of original red around the design elements and the reddish- 
brown fields show strong hints of magenta, with semiprooflike 
reflectivity underneath. The design elements are sharply detailed 
in most areas, but the upper stars on the left show just a touch of 
flatness on the centers. The lower wreath shows a trace of the usual 
softness seen on this issue, due to the high relief of Liberty’s hair 
on the obverse. Raised die lines show on Liberty’s cheek and many 
areas of the reverse field. The only useful pedigree markers are a thin 
hairline from star 2 through the field to near star 6 and a small amber 





toning spot between F in OF and A in AMERICA. Overall eye appeal 
is terrific. 


Among certified 1811 half cents, the only coin to rival this 
piece in grade is the MS65+ Brown PCGS specimen that was also 
featured in the Missouri Cabinet, but that coin is the more available 
Cohen 2 variety. The MS63 Brown PCGS coin in Heritage’s April 
2014 Central States Signature is also a C-2 example, as is the MS62 
Brown specimen from Jim McGuigan’s collection. The only other 
Mint State Cohen-1 known to the numismatic community is the 
prooflike Norweb specimen that has never been certified and has 
not been publicly offered since it sold in 1987. The catalogers of the 
Missouri Cabinet noted that coin had better detail on the stars, but 
this piece has better color and fewer surface flaws. The coin offered 
here finished in first place at the Half Cent Happening events held 
in conjunction with the EAC annual conventions in 1998 and 2011. 
This coin is plated on page 77 of the second edition of Roger Cohen’s 
American Half Cents, the “Little Half Sisters” and in the color plate 
section of Walter Breen’s Encyclopedia of American Half Cents 1793- 
1857, at the back of the book. It is also plated on page 97 of The 
Half Cent, 1793-1857/The Story of America’s Greatest Little Coin by 
William R. Eckberg and pictured on PCGS CoinFacts. Our EAC grade 
MS65.

1793 Chain Cent, AU55 
AMERICA, Periods, S-4 Variety 
Condition Census Example 


3630 1793 Chain, AMERICA, Periods, S-4, B-5, R.3, AU55 PCGS. CAC. Breen Die State III. Not only is the 1793 Chain cent the first issue of 
its denomination, it is the first regular-issue coin ever struck within the confines of the Philadelphia Mint. A reported mintage of 36,103 pieces 
was struck from dies engraved by Chief Coiner Henry Voigt early in the year, before public dissatisfaction over the possible implications of the 
chain on the reverse prompted a switch to the Wreath design in late March. 

The 1793 Chain cent is known in five different die varieties, with this coin representing the S-4 variety, easily identified by the periods after 
LIBERTY and the date. The styling of Liberty’s hair on the S-4 obverse is much different from the hair on the other varieties, prompting some 
researchers to suggest the die may have been engraved by Joseph Wright, rather than Voigt, but documentation is lacking on this point. The S-4 
probably accounted for the 8,800 coins delivered between March 8 and March 12, 1793. 

The 1793 Chain cents were among the most popular issues with early collectors in this country, and the different die varieties were noticed 
at a relatively early date compared to those of other series. No one knows who first discovered the Periods (S-4) variety, but Joseph J. Mickley 
mentioned the 1793 cent in his 1858-dated pamphlet Dates of United States Coins and Their Degrees of Rarity. Since Mickley’s collection 
contained the finest-known example of the S-4 when he sold it through W. Elliot Woodward in 1867, it is possible that he was the first to notice 
the distinctive periods. The description of that coin in lot 1936 of the catalog notes both the different hairstyle and the periods: 


“1793 The head on this variety is larger than on the last, the hair flowing more freely back of the head and below the neck; rev. similar 
to the preceding, period after both date and liberty, stars and stripes on the edge; in the finest possible condition, extremely rare.” 


Of course, the edge lettering was actually the Vine and Bars motif, not stars and stripes. The coin realized a hefty price of $23 to Col. 
Mendes |. Cohen. More recent sales of the S-4 include the MS62 PCGS example in lot 2002 of the Long Beach Signature (Heritage, 2/2008), 
which realized $253,000. 

The coin offered here is an impressive Choice AU piece, with smooth brown surfaces that show no signs of carbon or porosity. The design 
elements are well detailed and only a few scattered minor abrasions are visible. Hints of original mint luster are evident beneath the toning. 
This coin is listed in the number seven position in the Noyes Condition Census for the variety. Our EAC grade XF45.

The coin offered 
here is an example of the S-9 1793 Wreath cent, with a horizontal 
twig in the sprig above the date and a kidney-shaped bow in the 
wreath on the reverse. The S-9 is the variety of Wreath cent most 
often seen today and probably accounts for the 22,000 pieces struck 
between April 13 and 18, 1793. This variety has always been popular 
with collectors. 

The present coin is a sharply rendered Near-Mint example, 
with just a trace of wear on the high points of the design. The glossy 
brown surfaces show a few hints of original red color. The few minor 
abrasions on each side are not particularly noticeable or distracting.

Impressive Head of 1794 Variety 
High in the Condition Census 


3633 1794 Head of 1794, S-31, B-13, R.1, MS66 Brown PCGS. 
CAC. Ex: Halpern-Naftzger. Known as the First Marred Field, the 
obverse die is immediately recognized by the die chips in the field 
left of Liberty’s hair. A doubled hair curl behind Liberty’s shoulder is 
also diagnostic for this obverse that appears with two different reverse 
dies, identified as S-30 and S-31. The reverse has an extremely long 
fraction bar with short ribbons and stems, differentiating S-31 from 
S-30 that has a long right ribbon and long branch stems. During 
the 1790s, dies were hand engraved, yielding differences that are 
carefully noted in today’s variety guides. The year 1794, perhaps the 
most popular single year in large cent collecting, featuring 65 die 
pairs and four sub-varieties, enough to keep even the most dedicated 
collector busy for a lifetime. 


The Second Marred Field notation is assigned to the obverse that 
appears as S-38, S-39, S-40, and NC-2. The field chips are heavier, 
and the doubled low curl is a single curl. There are differing opinions 
regarding these varieties. Some students believe that a single physical 
die was reworked before its appearance with the later four varieties. 
Others believe that two different dies had nearly identical die chips. 

This beautiful Premium Gem Mint State piece has traces of 

faded mint red on both sides with smooth olive-brown surfaces and 
hints of navy-blue overtones. A minuscule raised spot is evident at 
the 7 in the date, a few trivial marks are noted behind the cap and 
elsewhere on the obverse, and the reverse is virtually flawless. This is 
an extremely attractive cent that is destined for a high-quality variety 
cabinet, a date set, or a type collection. Today’s Set Registry collectors 
will gain many points with the inclusion of this coin. The late Del 
Bland assigned a conservative grade of MS61 to this piece, and 
recorded it at the top of his Condition Census published in Breen’s 
Large Cent Encyclopedia. Bill Noyes grades the coin MS63 and ranks 
it as the third finest known. While we agree with Noyes, we have 
trouble envisioning any that are finer.

But the appeal of this coin is not tied to its 
rarity, it is tied to its storied past as the coin that bred a generation of 


The Duckor coin is one of exceptional quality. Sharp devices 
and rich golden-orange luster reveal no carbon spotting, and the 
preservation is nearly flawless.

In the past 
three decades, with the advent of grading services and especially 
grading service population reports, many hidden condition rarities 
have been recognized. The 1909-S Lincoln cent is a perfect example. 
Although it often falls in the shadow of the 1909-S VDB, it only has 
about half of the VDB’s certified population in Red condition. Even in 
the top grade of MS67 Red, the VDB issue boasts a PCGS population 
of 15 coins, compared to just 11 four the non-VDB variety. Given 
that reality, it is difficult to conclude anything but that the 1909-S is 
underappreciated in the top grade. 

The Jack Lee/Duckor coin has been among the highest ranks of 
the 1909-S Lincoln population for years, and it is now heralded with 
CAC approval, a distinction it shares with only two other coins. Coins 
from the Jack Lee Collection are often among the finest known of just 
about any Wheat series issue, so it is fitting that the Jack Lee 1909-S 
should be found worthy of the Duckor Collection today.

This piece is among the 
finest Red coins certified, and it is one of only four top-grade pieces 
to earn CAC recognition. There is no better option for the Registry 
collector. 

While MS66 Red examples of this issue occasionally appear at 
auction, the vast majority are not from the CAC population. We have 
previously handled only one specific coin in this grade with CAC 
endorsement, a piece that we offered once in 2012 and again in 
2014.

Despite a 
substantial mintage of more than 76 million pieces in prewar 
America, the 1913 Lincoln cent is seldom seen in the upper Red 
grades. Even at the MS66 level, the issue is elusive with Red surfaces. 
The PCGS Superb Gem Red population stands at just 10 pieces — 
about 15% of the MS66 population — and there are no comparables 
at NGC. 

Of the 10 MS67 Reds at PCGS, the Duckor coin is one of just 
two awarded a Plus designation. The other Plus coin resides in the 
D.L. Hansen current finest PCGS Registry Set of Lincoln cents. It last 
appeared at auction in Stack’s Bowers’ March 2017 Baltimore Rarities 
Night sale, where it realized $35,250 — without CAC endorsement. 
The Duckor coin — the “twin sister” of the Hansen coin — is CAC 
approved, being one of only two Superb Gem Red 1913 cents so 
distinguished. All of these attributes essentially lift the ceiling off of 
the value and importance of this piece, and there is the potential for 
it to hammer down at a record level at Central States.

Arguably the Finest Example Known 
A Resolute Standard of Quality and Rarity 


3644 1916-D MS67 Red PCGS. CAC. Ex: Jerald L. Martin 
Collection. The story of the 1916-D Lincoln cent, which claims 
a mintage approaching 36 million coins, mirrors those of its 
contemporaries. The issue can be found without trouble through 
grades as high as MS64 Red, though many pieces are spotted or struck 
from excessively worn dies, displaying soft detail. Nonetheless, even 
Gem Red coins are accessible, for a price, if one is not too particular 
about quality for the grade. As Bowers cautions in A Guide Book 
of Lincoln Cents, the 1916-D is rare in “high-quality MS-65 RD and 
above.” 

In MS66 Red, the 1916-D enters into the realm of the Condition 
Census, and it is at this level that builders of the highest-ranking 
Registry Sets begin to take notice of this issue. Premium Gem Reds 
are out of reach for most collectors, if not for pricing reasons then 
simply because of the infrequency of auction appearances. There 
are perhaps a dozen survivors at the MS66 Red level, maybe a few 
more, and they are generally tightly held for obvious reasons, gracing 
the ranks of the finest Registry Sets. This is the grade level where 
discussions of acquiring the 1916-D usually cease. There are only 
two Superb Gem Red coins certified finer, both at PCGS (2/20), and 
they have each only ever appeared at auction once. The first appeared 
in our February 2016 Long Beach Signature, realizing $58,750, and 
has since disappeared into unknown hands. It does not appear in any 
of the top-ranked PCGS Basic Set Registry listings. 

The other is this piece, which made headlines at our 2019 FUN 
Signature where it sold as a highlight of the Jerald L. Martin Collection, 
garnering $50,400. It has since been reviewed by CAC and awarded 
the coveted green label — the only one of the two MS67 Reds to be 
so designated. The importance of that achievement is perhaps most 
fully understood when one realizes that only one MS66 Red coin out 
of more than a dozen has likewise been awarded a green label. The 
1916-D is just such a difficult coin to find with exceptional surface 
quality and eye appeal that any Red example with CAC approval is 
an important offering. This piece, the finest-certified Red coin with 
CAC approval, is seemingly unsurpassable — and it represents an 
acquisition opportunity that most collectors have previously written 
off as impossible. 

Finely textured, satiny copper-orange surfaces showcase 
complete design definition. One hair-thin tick appears above IT in 
UNITED and another occurs on the reverse rim at 7:30. These are 
merely pedigree markers, there are no other discernible flaws. This 
coin has passed every test of quality known to modern numismatists 
— it resides in the highest-achieved grade for the issue and shares that 
distinction with only one other coin, it is endorsed in that grade by 
CAC and is unique in that recognition, and, perhaps most importantly, 
it has earned a place in the ranks of the Duckor Collection, which is a 
sort of litmus test for the finest quality available. Certainly this is one 
of the highlights of the Duckor Collection, and, arguably, of the entire 
Central States offering.

Sole Gem Red Coin With CAC Approval 
Just One Example Known Finer 


3645 1917-S MS65+ Red PCGS. CAC. The 1917-S Lincoln cent 
is scarcer in Full Red grades than its Denver counterpart, claiming 
less than half of the certified population overall. Gem Red coins are 
rare, and a single MS66 Red example, which has never appeared at 
auction, is finer. Of the coins that have qualified for an MS65 Red 
designation, few can be considered high-end for the grade. In fact, 
the Duckor coin is one of just two pieces in this grade carrying a 
Plus designation, and it is the only Gem Red example — Plus graded 
or not — with CAC endorsement. To put that in perspective, CAC 
has received 29 different submissions of a 1917-S Gem Red coin, 
but only the Duckor specimen has passed their stringent grading 
standards. That distinction alone sets this piece apart from every one 
of its peers, even the other Plus-graded coin. But beyond that, the 
Duckor coin is also finer — by the margin of the Plus designation and 
CAC label — than all of the coins currently represented in the top five 
PCGS Basic Registry Sets. 

This piece is softly lustrous with rich copper-orange and reddish 
coloration.

The Duckor 1918-D cent is 
one of the finest pieces currently available to collectors. It is one of 
just three MS66 Red examples with CAC endorsement. The only finer 
coin is the D.L. Hansen piece, an MS67 Red PCGS specimen, but that 
coin is not recognized by CAC. Interestingly, NGC has not graded a 
single Red 1918-D cent finer than MS65, increasing the importance 
of the Duckor coin not only for PCGS Registry collectors but for 
Lincoln cent specialists overall. The quality is impeccable. This is one 
of the most conditionally rare pieces in the Duckor Collection. 

Both sides are sharp and satiny with rich pumpkin-orange luster.

In A Guide Book of Lincoln Cents, Dave Bowers limits comments 
on the “common” 1919 cent to notes about the strike quality of this 
issue Compared to many other early dates. High-grade examples 
are indeed boldly struck more often than not, but full appreciation 
of that quality can only be achieved on a virtually flawless coin — 
something that only the MS68 Red and finer grade levels can offer.

Specialists of 
the Lincoln cent series typically assign deep orange hues and golden- 
red color as natural qualities of original 1920-S cents, although some 
novices may pass by such coins because of the “mellow” appearance 
that they generally produce. Nonetheless, it is these qualities that 
the Duckor coin possesses, and the apparently original surfaces are 
awarded recognition from CAC, which is a distinction shared by only 
one other Gem Red 1920-S cent.

The top-grade population 
includes 20 Gem Red PCGS coins and three NGC equivalents. 
Moreover, this number may be slightly inflated by resubmissions, 
since the number of individual coins seen at auction in recent years 
is significantly smaller than one would expect even for a reported 
population of 23 coins. We have handled only four pieces other than 
the present within the last decade. Perhaps even more telling of this 
issue’s rarity in Gem Red condition is that of the top five current finest 
PCGS Basic Registry Sets, only one — one — represents the 1921-S 
with a Gem Red coin.

PCGS and 
NGC combined report just 18 Gem Red 1923-S cents, including 
possible duplication.

It is one of just six Gem Red examples 
with CAC endorsement, none being approved finer, and it is one of 
only seven Plus-graded coins for the grade at PCGS. The only PCGS- 
certified 1924-D that is finer is the MS66 Red D.L. Hansen coin 
housed in the current highest-rated PCGS Registry Set.

Only a few of these pieces have appeared at auction 
in recent years, and three of the top five current highest-rated PCGS

Each slab still has the original purchase date and amount 
paid for the coin. The collector who assembled this complete run concentrated only on business strikes, which on balance are much scarcer 
than their usually seen proof counterparts. This set was built by the same collector who built the set of circulation-strike Liberty nickels, also 
included in Platinum Night.

While most of the proofs were acquired 
by collectors and carefully preserved over the decades since they 
were minted, the same is not true of the circulation strikes that have 
been lost over time. Few Superb Gem Mint State examples have 
survived.

“The 1867 With Rays Proof ... is a classic rarity. Probably 
no more than several dozen are known; there are some 
prooflike Mint State coins that have been mistakenly called 
Proofs.

Students of the series 
have given many opinions, including the statement that 
no Proofs at all were struck until several years later. John

ETT TT the same authority, an estimated 15 originals were made 
Pe ~et — in 1867, plus perhaps three or more times that many were 
made on at least five later production sequences. Likely, 
dealers with close connections to the Mint — John W. 
Haseltine being the prime example — simply ordered more 
Proofs as needed for store stock. The depth and breadth 
of such restriking is just beginning to be appreciated, with 
new leading-edge scholarship by Dannreuther and others.”

All MS64 PCGS 
Many First-Generation Holders 


3668 1883 to 1912-S Liberty Nickel Set, MS64 PCGS. Liberty nickels were one of the series that really gained popularity through the 1880s 
and continued through the end of the series. This is a highly collectible series and one that can present unexpected challenges. Years ago, Abe 
Kosoff was helping a collector assemble a set, and after months of looking he finally found the last coin for that collector’s set — an 1891 — not 
a date one would usually associate with scarcity. This set was assembled mostly in the mid-1990s by a collector who specialized in circulation 
strikes only. This is the same collector who has the three cent nickel set in Platinum Night. Each coin is PCGS-certified MS64. All of the coins 
are in old PCGS holders and none have been sent to CAC. Each coin still has the original date of purchase and price paid on a sticker on the 
back of the slab. Included are: 


1883 No Cents MS64, minutely speckled gray-rose patina with strong underlying mint luster; 1883 With Cents MS64, even gray toning, sharply 
struck; 1884 MS64, rich golden-rose toning covers each side with occasional streaks of lilac, bright underlying mint luster; 1885 MS64, pale 
lilac patina, upper-end quality all around, only one mark away from a Gem designation, key to the series with only 1.4 million business strikes;

1887 MS64, sharply struck with rich golden-rose and lilac toning; 1888 MS64, rose colored toning, high-end for the grade; 1889 MS64, satiny 
mint luster and light gray toning; 1890 MS64, softly struck but magnificent luster and very clean surfaces; 1891 MS64, remarkably clean and 
sharply struck, produced from an advanced die pair with metal flow evident on each side; 1892 MS64, brilliant with frosted mint luster; 1893 
MS64, highly lustrous with just a trace of color present, housed in a first-generation holder; 1894 MS64, golden-lilac toning is interspersed on 
each side, a planchet flake is located next to star 10; 1895 MS64, golden-lilac toning throughout, light specks on the obverse; 1896 MS64, 
untoned; 1897 MS64, satiny with light, even toning over each side, housed in a first-generation holder; 1898 MS64, bright mint luster and 
nearly untoned; 1899 MS64, sharply struck and remarkably clean; 1900 MS64, moderately toned with strong underlying luster, housed in a 
first-generation holder; 1901 MS64, dazzling mint luster and showing just the slightest toning; 1902 MS64, satiny and fully struck with one 
streak of toning on the obverse, housed in a first-generation holder; 1903 MS64, light pastel toning and well struck with lovely satin mint luster, 
first-generation holder; 1904 MS64, satiny with light, even gray patina, housed in a first-generation “rattler” holder; 1905 MS64, lightly and 
attractively toned with a satiny texture; 1906 MS64, gray-rose toning, first-generation holder; 1907 MS64, pale golden toning and well-struck, 
housed in a first-generation holder; 1908 MS64, satiny with even golden-rose toning over each side, housed in a first-generation “rattler”; 1909 
MS64, lightly toned and lustrous with a smattering of flyspecks over each side; 1910 MS6@4, rose and lilac toning over each side, die flow gives 
the surfaces a matte texture; 1911 MS64, bright mint luster and nearly untoned, a few specks of carbon are seen on each side, housed in a 
first-generation holder; 1912 MS64, rich golden-rose toning and satin-like mint luster, just one mark on each side from a Gem grade; 1912-D 
MS64, lilac and rose toning covers each side; and a 1912-S MS64, bright satiny mint luster with blended lilac and golden toning on this key 
issue with only 238,000 pieces produced.

3669 1886 MS66+ PCGS. CAC. The 1886 Liberty nickel claims 
a small mintage of 3.3 million pieces and the issue is generally 
considered the second-rarest date of the series, just slightly behind the 
1885. However, in high-grade condition, the 1886 is actually rarer 
than its 1885 counterpart. The present coin is a high-end Premium 
Gem, with well-detailed design elements that show just a touch of 
the usual softness on the lower wreath. The impeccably preserved 
surfaces show a few hints of golden-tan toning, with vibrant mint 
luster on both sides.

The 1964 SMS nickel is 
among the rarest of all Jeffersons, and its coinage was unknown to 
the collecting public for nearly three decades after it was struck. The 
first known auction appearance of an example was in Stack’s Public 
Auction Sale (1/1993), lot 693, which included a cent-half dollar set 
of SMS 1964 coins. The cataloger wrote of the coins: 


“Nearly all show evidence of die refinishing at the Mint. 
The strike on all the coins is far sharper than is seen even 
on the Special Mint Sets. We suspect that these were struck 
as an experiment to determine the sort of finish the Mint 
would use from 1965 to 1967.” 


The set was consigned by Lester Merkin, who is presumed to 
have acquired the pieces directly from Eva Adams, the Mint Director 
from 1961-1969.

3681 1796 JR-1, R.3, MS64 NGC. The 1796 dime was the first 
coin of this denomination issued by the United States. Accordingly, 
the issue enjoys great popularity with both type collectors and series 
enthusiasts. The reported mintage was only 22,135 pieces, with 
seven die varieties known for the date. The present JR-1 variety is the 
one most often encountered today. According to the authors of Early 
United States Dimes, “about 40% to 45% of all 1796 dimes” are 
represented by the JR-1 variety. 


This piece is undoubtedly one of the finest examples known. 
It is difficult to imagine a coin with more flash and eye appeal than 
this stunning specimen. The devices are generally well brought up, 
with only a hint of incompleteness in the center of the eagle’s breast.

1802 dime variety overall and the rarest in Uncirculated condition. 
Just 20 to 30 pieces are thought to survive in all grades. The Zack, 
Scuderi, and Sherrill Bust Dime Variety Identification Guide (2015) 
reports that just a single Mint State JR-3 example exists. This is that 
coin, and it serves as that reference’s plate coin. The JR dime book 
(1984) reports an AU50 example as the finest seen. 

The reverse die is distinctive for JR-3, with field stars 2 and 3 
widely separated and a bi-level die break at CA of AMERICA. Another 
lengthy die crack nearly bisects the reverse from the rim below the 
arrow fletchings to cloud 7.

coin, but both the JR-2 and the JR-4 die pairings were also used to 
strike proofs, the JR-2 the more frequently seen of the two.

“The JR-2 die pairing is easily attributed. Star 7 is close 
to the cap and points to the headband center, and star 3 
points between denticles.

Walter Breen 
recorded about 10 different 1835 proof dimes from four different die 
combinations. A few years later, the authors of the John Reich dime 
book noted that three proofs of 1835 JR-4 had been reported, the 
only proofs that they mentioned. Most recently, the Zack, Scuderi, 
and Sherrill Bust Dime Variety Identification Guide suggests only 
the JR-1 and JR-4 varieties include proof strikings — an analysis that 
agrees with our archives, which shows a single JR-1 proof. Every 
other auction appearance of a proof 1835 dime in our archives is 
the JR-4 variant.

A mandated 25-year wait 
to replace Charles Barber’s Liberty Head coinage expired in 1916, 
not 1917, as has been long assumed, even by contemporary Mint 
officials. An often overlooked provision in the 1890 Congressional 
amendment states that the mandated 25-year run of a design may 
include “the year of the first adoption of the design, model, die, or 
hub for the same coin.” Barber coinage was first struck in January 
1892, but the models were adopted for coinage, and hubs were 
prepared, in 1891. Roger Burdette notes this in Renaissance of 
American Coinage, 1916-1921, although most other researchers have 
not addressed the issue. Burdette writes: “Assistant Treasury Secretary 
William P. Malburn brought the subsidiary silver coins to McAdoo’s 
attention in a January 18,1915 memorandum. ... Malburn also 
obtained a legal opinion indicating that it was the year the design 
was adopted, not year of first issuance, that was important.” 

In late December, 1915, the Mint sent formal invitations to 
prominent sculptors Adolph Weinman, Albin Polasek, and Hermon 
MacNeil, to submit new designs for the dime, quarter, and half dollar. 
The invitations promised a payment of $300 to each artist for their 
submissions, plus $2,000 more if their design was chosen. In late 
February 1916, MacNeil’s design was chosen for the quarter dollar. 
The first Standing Liberty quarters went into production in December 
1916. This example displays well-preserved, satiny surfaces with the 
faintest traces of light champagne toning.

‘i struck from Die Pair 2, with a diagonal die line in the lower portion 
of the shield that is just barely visible in the clear spaces and some of 
the vertical shield lines extending into the feathers below the shield. 
The obverse die shows the date placed further right than on the other 
No Drapery obverse. The obverse die was also used to strike the coins 
from Die Pair 1 and Die Pair 3, but this was the only use of the reverse 
die in 1839. 


Though not a rare issue in absolute terms, the 1839 No Drapery 
half dollar is more elusive than the With Drapery type and examples 
in Mint State grades are scarce. The 1839 No Drapery is rare in MS65 
condition, and this coin is the finest certified example at PCGS, by 
virtue of its Plus designation (3/20).

The 
Philadelphia Mint employed one obverse and two reverse dies to 
deliver 8,400 circulation strike half dollars in 1880. This Superb Gem 
example was struck from the reverse that displays a faint die line in 
the denticles above the STAT in STATES. Wiley and Bugert (1993) 
report that examples of this die marriage often display softly defined 
reeds, but the PCGS holder clearly shows the reeds and dentils on 
this coin are sharp. In fact, every feature on the obverse and reverse 
of the coin exhibits razor-sharp striking detail. 

The fields combine prooflike and semiprooflike finish, 
backlighting a tremendous display of rainbow toning that imbues 
both sides with extraordinary eye appeal. The frosted devices contrast 
mildly with the richly toned fields and they, too, display colorful 
patina in shades of pale-blue, violet, and reddish-gold. Overall, 
the splendid surfaces are free of all but the most trivial disturbance. 
Despite its limited mintage, the 1880 is not a particularly rare coin 
in an absolute sense. On the other hand, precious few of the Mint 
State survivors were preserved at time of issue with surfaces that are 
pristine enough to warrant an MS67 designation.

The obverse 
has champagne and reddish-gold toning that does little to subdue 
the frosty mint luster, while the reverse exhibits deeper color, with 
intermingled champagne, gold, violet-brown, and iridescent toning.

PCGS. Ex: Cardinal Collection. Bowers Die State II. The 1795 Flowing 
Hair dollar claims a substantial mintage of 160,295 pieces, all struck 
before the design was switched to the Draped Bust motif later in the 
year. Nineteen die varieties are known for the date. Two points of star 
1 touch the lowest curl and an outside berry is positioned midway 
between S andT of STATES, identifying the BB-13 variety. The obverse 
die was also used to strike the BB-11 and BB-12 varieties of this date 
and the reverse die was used again to strike the BB-14. The BB-13 is 
a fairly scarce variety, with most examples seen in lower circulated 
grades. The BB-13 is rare in AU grades, and only a single MS62 NGC 
example has been certified in Mint State. 


The present coin traces its history back to the fabulous collection 
of pioneer collector Matthew Stickney. Stickney began collecting 
around 1820, so he may have acquired this coin while it was still 
fairly new. When his collection was sold through prominent coin 
dealer Henry Chapman in 1907, this coin was described in lot 810: 


“1795 Small head far from LIBERTY, curl touches two points 
of star, and point of bust almost touches star. R. Two leaves 
under each wing, different die from preceding. Extremely 
fine. Mint lustre. Rare dies. See 


i "Fan = 2 «3 ee The lot sold to super-collector Virgil Brand, for $9.50, a strong price 
ht ‘Pho gasapertt ge for the time. This coin probably spent several decades in Brand's 
——— famous collection and we have not been able to trace it until it 
surfaced in lot 712 of the Spring Sale by Stack’s in April of 1978. 
The collection offered in the Spring Sale had begun as a type set 
and the 1795 Flowing Hair dollar is the only reasonable choice for 
a type collector seeking an example of the design, because the 1794 
issue is so elusive and expensive. No doubt the Spring Sale collector 
found this lovely AU58 specimen to be an exceptional coin for type 
purposes. 


The coin next appeared in lot 7 of Martin Logies’ famous 
Cardinal Collection (American Numismatic Rarities, 6/2005). Logies 
was a keen student of the early dollar series who wrote the standard 
reference on 1794 dollars. Inclusion in his collection is a mark of 
distinction for any early dollar. As far as we can tell, this coin has not 
been publicly offered since. 


This spectacular near-Mint specimen is the plate coin in Q. David 

Bowers’ Encyclopedia of United States Silver Dollars 1794-1804 and 
it occupies the number 1 spot in his list of Notable Specimens. This 
coin is perfectly centered, with strong dentilation around both sides. 
Just the slightest trace of friction shows on the high points of the 
strongly impressed design elements and some clash marks from the 
eagle’s wings and wreath are remarkably clear on the obverse. More 
clash marks from Liberty’s portrait show on the reverse. The lustrous 
surfaces are remarkably lightly abraded, with a thin scratch above he 
eagle’s head the only mark of note. Vivid shades of cerulean-blue, 
violet, sea-green, and gold toning surround the silver-gray center 
of the obverse, while the reverse shows highlights of champagne- 
gold and magenta. Overall eye appeal is tremendous. This piece is 
probably the second-finest known example of this variety and should 
find a home in an advanced collection or Registry Set.

From a mintage standpoint, this is one of two key 
Carson City issues in the Seated dollar series. Only the 1871-CC has 
a lower mintage, although the 1873-CC has fewer survivors. With 
the new Trade dollar series taking precedence, some 1873-CC pieces 
may have been melted before distribution. Problem-free examples 
are seldom encountered regardless of grade. This Choice VF 1873-CC 
displays appealing olive-gray, gold, and deep-blue toning over each 
side. The motifs are sharply defined for the grade, with full readability 
of LIBERTY and strong definition throughout the reverse. Traces of 
prooflike surface remain beneath the toning despite 25 points of wear.

3736 1869 PR66 PCGS. OC-P2, R.4. Although only 600 proof 
1869 Seated dollars were struck, four different die pairs were used. 
According to Walter Breen, in his Proof Encyclopedia, silver proof 
sets were delivered on seven different occasions, from February 
through October. It is not known which die pairs were used for 
which deliveries, although the OC-P2 proof die pair is believed to 
have been the third one used. Nonetheless, the die state study that 
determines this, according to Dick Osburn and Brian Cushing, leaves 
some uncertainty as to the emission order. 


In any even, proof 1869 Seated dollars are rare in high grade, 
regardless of variety, and regardless of the degree of cameo contrast. 
In PR66, PCGS has seen only a dozen coins (four of which are Deep 
Cameos), with one PR67 Deep Cameo finer (1/20). The present coin 
has appreciable contrast between the fields and devices, although a 
Cameo designation is omitted due to a blanket of deep blue, gold, 
and lavender toning on each side.

3737 1870 PR66 PCGS. OC-P3, R.5. Osburn-Cushing Die State 
a/b. Three die pairs were used to strike 1,000 Seated dollar proofs in 
1870, with this die marriage the scarcest of the three. A short, curving 
die line off the ribbon end onto the rock identifies the obverse (shared 
by all three varieties), while the reverse was previously used to strike 
proofs in each of the previous four years. Die polishing has removed 
unfinished areas around the olive leaves, also seen on some 1869 
proofs. 

This is a sharply struck Premium Gem, with variegated grayish- 
blue and amber-gold patina that surrounds faintly toned, lightly 
frosted central motifs. The fields are deeply mirrored despite the 
toning, with glassy-smooth surfaces that show no distracting marks or 
hairlines beneath the attractive, original toning. Eye appeal is strong.

3738 1881 PR68* Cameo NGC. The 1873 Mint Act eliminated 
the standard silver dollar and created a Trade dollar for use in East 
Asia. Although not intended for domestic circulation, the Trade dollar 
was authorized as legal tender in payments up to five dollars. By 1876, 
the price of silver had dropped to the point where it became profitable 
for Californians to coin silver into Trade dollars for circulation on 
the West Coast. The coins quickly flooded commercial channels, 
becoming a nuisance. The same began to take place in the Atlantic 
states soon after. Midway through 1876, the Specie Resumption Act 
repealed the legal tender status of the Trade dollar, but its passage had 
little effect on eliminating the coins from circulation. Only in 1878 
was the denomination done in for good, when Treasury Secretary 
John Sherman halted business-strike production. 


The manufacture of proofs carried on after 1878. Sales rose in 
1879 once regular-issue coins were no longer available. Demand 
remained steady through 1880 but dropped significantly in 1881. 
Merely 960 proof Trade dollars were struck that year. Survivors are 
collectible through PR65 and become rare in PR66. Cameo examples 
represent roughly 30% to 40% of the certified population. 

Gold and violet iridescence dominates each side, while crescents 
of profound cobalt-blue and light sea-green coloration adorn the 
peripheral areas. The hues are especially captivating on the reverse. 
The fields remain flashy beneath the colorful patina, explaining the 
acknowledged contrast. Not a single mark is apparent on either side. 
The strike is full, a quality that eludes many representatives of this 
proof-only issue.

3740 = 1879-CC MS65+ Prooflike PCGS. CAC. Constructed solely 
for the purpose of coining local bullion, the Carson City Mint fell 
victim to greedy silver producers who colluded with railroad owners, 
making it less expensive to ship bullion to San Francisco than to 
nearby Carson City. Mint officials were fully aware of the situation, 
according to the Mint Director’s Annual Report for 1879: 


“Notwithstanding the fact that the mint at Carson City is 
located but a short distance from the productive mines 
of the Comstock Lode, higher prices were demanded for 
bullion deliverable at Carson than at San Francisco, and, 
in addition, the rates charged by the express company for 
transportation of silver dollars were higher from Carson 
than from San Francisco. For these reasons, it was decided, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, to 
suspend the coinage of the standard silver dollar at the 
Carson mint, and instructions were given February 26, 
1879, to the superintendent thereof to coin up as closely as 
practicable the bullion then on hand ... .” 


Coinage operations were suspended twice in 1879 due to lack 
of silver bullion, and only 756,000 Morgan dollars were struck at the 
Nevada Mint. Most of the mintage circulated — only 4,100 pieces 
were part of the GSA sales, making the 1879-CC easily the second- 
rarest Carson City Morgan dollar issue (after the 1889-CC). The 
present coin is tied with two other examples as the finest-certified 
1879-CC with designated Prooflike surfaces. 


Among Morgan dollar collectors, a fully prooflike Gem 1879- 
CC with brilliant, untoned silver surfaces and extraordinary cameo 
contrast is one of the most desirable coins in American numismatics. 
This splendid example features a Normal Mintmark, with exceptional 
aesthetic appeal. Strong mint luster lends a pearlescent sheen to the 
thickly frosted central devices, which contrast boldly with mirrorlike 
fields for outstanding “white-on-black” contrast. The strike is razor- 
sharp.

Three Cent Nickel PR66. CAC. Golden-toned and fully struck, this 
high-end, CAC-approved proof displays frosty devices and modest 
mirroring in the fields. An important issue for three cent nickel 
collectors due to the scarcity of business strikes from this year. 


Shield Nickel PR66 Cameo. The preservation of this piece is superb, 
complemented by modest field-device contrast on each side. A hint of 
light champagne toning warms the surfaces. 


Liberty Nickel — No Cents — PR66. CAC. CAC liked this coin for the 
grade, and for good reason — it is needle-sharp and well-contrasted, 
with no visible imperfections. Light golden toning graces each side. 


Liberty Nickel — With Cents — PR65. CAC. A well-preserved example 
of this final 1883 nickel type, showing just a touch of softness on the 
corn ear to the left of the wreath bow. Light golden toning on each 
side complements a hint of cameo contrast. 


Dime PR64 Cameo. F-103, R.3. A brilliant, modestly contrasted near- 
Gem with no distracting contact marks. A touch of strike softness 
affects Liberty’s temple and the upper-left portion of the wreath. 


Quarter PR62. Briggs 1-A, Flynn-MPD-001. The upper loops of 
misplaced date numerals are evident in the dentils below the 83 
on the proof obverse die of this issue. This coin is boldly struck and 
brilliant, with subtle contrast on the reverse. Light contact marks limit 
the grade. 


Half Dollar PR64+ Cameo. A sharp, well-contrasted proof with 
brilliant, minimally marked surfaces. Cameo examples of this issue 
are elusive in finer grades. 


Trade Dollar PR64 Cameo. The year 1883 saw the last regular 
production of the Trade dollar in proof format. This Choice Cameo 
is needle-sharp and brilliant, showing good contrast and pleasing 
preservation. a daub of russet toning appears near star 1. 


Morgan Dollar PR66+ Cameo. CAC. The gem of the set, this high-end 
Cameo proof Morgan dollar displays bold definition and exceptional 
preservation. A tiny spot of violet toning beneath the N in UNUM 
is the only reliable pedigree marker. The coin is brilliant and well- 
contrasted.

Nickel PR66. Just the faintest trace of pastel toning is seen, a bit 
deeper on the reverse.

Dime PR65. Toned in different shades on each side. The obverse 
is pale rose in the center with jade-green around the margin. The 
reverse, however, is deep blue. Nicely mirrored.

Any die pairing 
of the 1855-D is desirable, since it is the sole Type Two Dahlonega 
issue, and is essentially to any type set from the Georgian facility. 
Only 1,811 pieces were struck, and the hundred or so survivors are 
pursued in all grades. It is unusual to encounter an 1855-D gold 
dollar in a green label holder bearing a gold CAC seal. In fact, the 
present piece is the only ‘55-D in any grade bearing the coveted 
gold CAC sticker, which indicates that service believes that the coin 
is undergraded. Indeed, this example displays luster throughout the 
wreath, neck curls, and headdress. The wheat-gold surfaces lack 
noticeable abrasions. As usual for Variety 7-J, the strike is incomplete 
on the central reverse, opposite the high points of the portrait.

This availability in Gem (and 
finer) condition makes the 1880 gold dollar available for only a slight 
premium over a type coin price, a terrific deal for the collector who 
can then combine high grade with a remarkably low mintage. This 
is an exceptional piece that qualifies for “wonder coin” status. Each 
side displays bright mint frost as well as semireflective fields.

3770 ~=1855 PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC. JD-1, R.7. The story of the short and ill-fated Type Two gold dollar is, in a sense, a story of miscalculation 
on the part of Mint Engraver James B. Longacre. When redesigning the coin in 1854, to suit a slightly larger-diameter and thinner planchet, he 
employed a variant of the design that he had used for the recent three dollar gold piece. The stylized bust of Liberty was a motif that Longacre 
repeated in one variation or another throughout most of his career, including it on not only the three dollar piece and Type Three gold dollar, 
but also on such diverse pieces as the double eagle, the Indian Head cent, the three cent nickel, several pattern nickels, and finally the pattern 
eagles from 1868 that he engraved only a few months before his death. 

However, when Longacre rendered the design for the Type Two gold dollar, he modeled it in too high of relief for the thin planchet, 
overestimating the power of the Mint’s steam presses to fully strike up the design. As a result, struck coins revealed a plethora of striking 
deficiencies. Pieces minted in the Philadelphia facility generally showed at least some weakness in the center of the obverse on Liberty’s hair, 
and the corresponding area on the reverse: the LL in DOLLAR and the middle digits of the date. Charlotte and Dahlonega coinage compounded 
the strike deficiencies, producing coins that would exhibit undue wear after just a short time in circulation. Clearly, something had to be done, 
and in 1856 Longacre remodeled the Liberty portrait in lower relief, retiring the Type Two design after just two years. 

The proof Type Two gold dollars of 1854 and 1855 comprise one of the rarest and most sought-after U.S. coin types in proof format across 
all coinage series. Proof coins were not struck for public purchase until several years later, meaning that those coins produced during the reign 
of the Type Two design — for well-connected, prominent numismatists of the time and for the Mint’s own cabinet collection — were strictly 
limited to just a few pieces. Today, just four 1854 Type Two proofs and seven 1855 proofs are traced. They appear at auction rarely, and when 
they do, they attract bidding that is not easily deterred by competition. When John Jay Pittman bought his example at the 1956 Melish Sale, he 
stood in the front of the room and held his hand up, staring down competitive bidders until the lot hammered to him; he paid a then-remarkable 
$225 for that coin. 

Die characteristics of proof Type Two gold dollars are limited to the date placement, since all other elements of the design and legends were 
hubbed in the dies. Although steam press coinage had been in place at the Mint since 1836, proofs were still struck on large screw presses. As 
a result, study of the 1854 and 1855 proof gold dollars reveals minute differences in strike, including varying degrees of softness on the 8 in the 
date, a product of the high-relief obverse portrait that absorbed most of the metal in the center of the planchet. What is interesting about the 
present 1855 coin, is that it is virtually identical to the Pittman specimen in terms of strike characteristics, and it also shares several of the same 
microscopic lint marks — most notably those beneath the F in OF — proving that both coins were struck at the same time, back-to-back. The 
coins are also of comparable quality, both graded PR66 Ultra Cameo, with the only difference being the Pittman coin carries a Star designation. 
The Pittman 1855 proof recently headlined our FUN 2020 Platinum Night Signature session, where it realized $336,000. 

This piece is the Floyd T. Starr specimen, which was last seen at public auction in our 2005 FUN Signature, lot 30023. The Starr catalog 
records the origin of this piece in the F.C.C. Boyd collection, sold in the World’s Greatest Collection (Numismatic Gallery, 1/1946), however 
most researchers believe that pedigree to be erroneous. David Akers, a pioneer of auction analysis for gold rarities throughout the 20th century, 
traced the Boyd coin to J.F. Bell’s Memorable Collection sale (Numismatic Gallery, 3/1948), lot 9, and then to the Harold Bareford Collection 
(Stack’s, 12/1978). Akers, Dannreuther, and others reason that the Starr coin most likely came from the George Hall sale (Stack’s, 5/1945), and 
before that, the early J.F. Bell sale (Stack’s, 12/1944). 

The confusion of the pedigrees for these proof 1855 gold dollars is rooted in the disbursement of the Virgil Brand estate. Brand, famous for 
owning multiples of extreme rarities, held three different examples of the 1855 proof — one that he acquired from Carl Wurtzbach in 1919, and 
two that he purchased from Henry Chapman’s sales of the Matthew Stickney Collection (6/1907) and the John Story Jenks Collection (12/1921), 
respectively. Two of these went to Armin, and one to Horace, his younger brothers, who divided the collection in 1932. It is unclear where the 
Stickney and Wurtzbach specimens ended up, although it can be determined from tracing the pedigrees of examples known today that one of 
these coins likely became the Starr specimen. 


Of the seven known 1855 proofs, the Starr coin is one of the three finest. Only the Pittman and the Eliasberg-Trompeter specimens (both 
currently certified PR66%* Ultra Cameo NGC) rival this piece for quality and eye appeal. The depth of the mirroring in the fields is seemingly 
infinite, while the sharp devices appear to float atop the glassy surfaces with frosted contrast. Rich yellow-gold color and a beautiful lack of 
contact marks produce breathtaking eye appeal. Only a few microscopic lintmarks differentiate this piece from the Pittman coin, the most 
discernible being a circular void in the planchet at 5:30 on the reverse dentils. 

The rarity of the Type Two gold dollar in proof format has earned the 1854 and 1855 proofs a special place in the realm of gold proofs. 
The two issues together rank among the 1/00 Greatest U.S. Coins. With the recent sale of the Pittman 1855 proof reawakening collectors’ hopes 
of acquiring an example of this incredibly rare proof type, we look forward to the historic moment when the Starr coin makes its first public 
auction appearance In 15 years.

3771 1861 PR65 Cameo PCGS. JD-1, R.6. A generous mintage 
of 349 proof gold dollars was accomplished in 1861, with all the 
coins delivered on April 5. The proofs were all struck from a single 
pair of dies that show spikes on the dentils above TED in UNITED 
and a faint die line angling down from the curl above Liberty’s ear. 
There is also a faint artifact on Liberty’s cheek. Unfortunately, only 
a few of the proofs were distributed, as the financial uncertainties 
of the Civil War discouraged discretionary spending on proof coins. 
Most of the large mintage went unsold and the remaining coins were 
melted in January of 1862. John Dannreuther estimates the surviving 
population at 20-22 examples in all grades. 


The present coin is a delightful Gem proof, with sharply 
detailed frosty design elements that contrast boldly with the deeply 
mirrored fields. The well-preserved yellow-gold surfaces are free of 
mentionable distractions and overall eye appeal is terrific. Population:

3772 1836 Block 8 MS65 PCGS. HM-1, R.3. While the Block 8 
(Head of 1837) variety is far scarcer than the Script 8 (Head of 1835), 
Block 8 examples only become challenging in Mint State. The new 
Haynor reference says simply, “Locating a higher end Mint State coin, 
however, is nearly impossible.” This Gem Uncirculated example is a 
splendid exception to that statement. The frosted, sun-gold surfaces 
display radiant mint luster, although it is the sharp strike that is truly 
remarkable. Full details encompass both sides, with every nuance of 
strike crisp except for the right (facing) wing tip, which shows only 
minor weakness. There are no marks or abrasions that distract in the 
least.

3773 1848 CAL. XF40 NGC. John Marshall discovered gold on 
the mill of John Sutter on January 24, 1848. Word spread slowly, 
but by late that year it was obvious that California, recently secured 
from Mexico, would yield a vast amount of the precious gold metal. 
R.B. Mason, the military governor of California, shipped 230 ounces 
of gold to Washington, D.C. in December 1848. Secretary of War 
W.L. Marcy wrote to Mint Director Robert Patterson, suggesting “it 
be made into quarter eagles with a distinguishing mark on each.” The 
mint-made CAL. counterstamp is reminiscent of the VIGO impression 
on 1703 British gold coins. Only 1,389 1848 quarter eagles were 
counterstamped by the Mint. Most went into circulation and 
remained there for some time, since few people could afford to set 
aside a souvenir of such value. NGC has certified just 44 examples 
in all grades. The significance of the issue has long been recognized, 
and it remains famous today. In the third edition of 700 Greatest U.S. 


Coins, Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth rank the 1848 CAL. quarter eagle at 
#37. 


This sun-gold example displays lightly impressed centers, 
but the stars, dentils, and other peripheral elements are sharp. The 
all-important counterstamp is bold.

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1848 CAL. Quarter Eagle, MS68* 
The Finest Example Known of This Historic Issue 


3774 1848 CAL. MS68* NGC. The discovery of gold at Sutter’s Mill near Coloma, California, on January 28, 1848, ignited one of the most 
exciting times in the nation’s history. People from all over the country, and the world for that matter, swarmed to the gold fields of California 
and surrounding areas. Considering the available modes of transportation at that time and the perils of traveling through uncharted territories, 
it is no wonder that many suffered hardships and even died during the long voyages to the Mother Lode region. But the allure of free gold, that 
beautiful, mystic metal highly prized by humans since prehistoric times, obviously outweighed the associated risks, and between 1848 and 
1855 an estimated 300,000 people came in search of newfound riches. Settlements quickly sprang from the landscape, and many thrive to 
this day. San Francisco became a boom town, and infrastructure was promptly built throughout the region. Improved means of transportation, 
including advancements in railroads and steamships, fueled further development of California. All of these changes ultimately led to the 
admission of California into the Union as a state in 1850. 

As important as the California Gold Rush is to the general public, it is particularly significant to coin collectors, as many classic numismatic 
treasures were born from this historic period. The first, and one of the most important, are the 1848 CAL. two and a half dollar gold pieces. 
The story of this coin is compelling. Although California gold had been used to strike Federal coinage at the Philadelphia Mint in the years 
prior to the Gold Rush, all gold deposits were treated as one source. Therefore today we have no way of identifying which coins were struck 
from California gold or other sources. That changed in August 1848 when a special shipment of gold was transported from the acting governor 
of California, Colonel R.B. Mason, to Secretary of War William Learned Marcy in Washington. Q. David Bowers remarks of this event in his 
landmark treatise on the subject, A California Gold Rush History: “We can trace the advent of coins specifically linked to California and easily 
identifiable as such to the purchase of 228 ounces of gold, averaging .894 fine, by Asst. Quartermaster Folsom in California who had obtained 
the metal for the bargain rate of $10 per ounce at a time when the metal was common and Spanish American and other coins in exchange 
were scarce. The money came from a civil fund.” The gold was received by Marcy in December and subsequently shipped to the Philadelphia 
Mint. Marcy penned a letter regarding the precious metal to Mint Director Robert Maskell Patterson on December 8, 1848, as documented in 
the Bowers reference: 


“If the metal is found to be pure gold, as | doubt not that it will be, | request you to reserve enough of it for two medals ordered by 
Congress and not yet completed, and the remainder, with the exception of one or two small bars, | wish to have coined and sent with 
the bars to this department. As many may wish to procure specimens made with California gold, by exchanging other coin for it, | 
would suggest that it be made into quarter eagles with a distinguishing mark on each, if any variations from the ordinary issues from 
the Mint would be proper and could be conveniently made ... “ 


Breen surmised that the two medals mentioned by Marcy were for Generals Zachary Taylor and Winfield “Old Fuss and Feathers” Scott. 
However, a letter dated January 5, 1849 from Mint Director Patterson to Secretary of War Marcy states: “The California gold reserved for the 
medals is from another deposit ... “ Apparently this letter was not available to Breen during the time of his research on the subject. The two gold 
medals were authorized by Congress to be presented to the two victorious generals and their ultimate contributions in winning the Mexican 
War. The Scott medal is permanently impounded in the Smithsonian Institution while the Taylor medal, a behemoth piece struck from 20 ounces 
of California gold, was sold as part of the November 2006 Norweb Collection by Stack’s, where it realized $460,000. It is now accepted by 
researchers that the gold used to produce the two gold medals was actually derived from a deposit of 1,804 ounces of gold extracted from the 
American River near Sutter’s Mill. This was the first arrival of California Gold Rush gold at the Mint, deposited by a prospector named David 
Carter on December 8, 1848, just one day before the 228-ounce shipment from Marcy arrived. 

It is significant to note that the estimated 1,389 1848 CAL. quarter eagles struck were technically the first commemorative coins issued by a 
U.S. mint. Sufficient documentation exists to indicate that these pieces were intentionally modified to signify the earliest utilization of California 
gold in our nation’s circulating coinage. The method of distinguishing the California pieces from the regular issue quarter eagles of 1848 was 
likely the work of Patterson, since Marcy did not provide specific instructions on this matter. Due to time constraints, the “distinguishing mark” 
first suggested by Marcy was a simple CAL. punch of one piece. It would have been interesting if a decision had been made to actually modify 
a working die for the California coins, but the urgency of producing the commemoratives dictated a simpler option. Since all known pieces 
are devoid of any obverse deformation, it is widely believed that each coin was manually stamped while in the die. When Marcy questioned 
the Mint Director on the delay of completing the project, Patterson provided the excuse that stamping each coin with the CAL. logo was 
“time-consuming.” 

Bowers notes that the 1848 CAL. quarter eagles “were available at face value to anyone desiring them. Although about 1,389 pieces were 
minted, probably fewer than two or three dozen numismatists — if indeed, even that many — learned of them at or near the time of issue 
and added the coins to their cabinets. Among those acquiring such pieces was Chief Engraver James B. Longacre, who preserved at least three 
prooflike specimens in his personal cabinet.” Given the state of preservation and the semiprooflike fields of the current example, one can easily 
accept the possibility that this piece once resided in Longacre’s collection. Those coins not purchased at face value by the public obviously 
entered circulation, as seen by the numerous pieces known in grades from VG through AU. This is the finest known example today with none 
designated higher at NGC, and only one positioned at the MS68 level at PCGS (1/20). 

This coin displays semiprooflike fields, as is the case with most of the high-grade pieces we have seen or know of. Pronounced die 
striations are visible in the fields, which, of course, account for this reflectivity. Both sides yield an even yellow-gold patination. The design 
elements are sharply defined, except for softness on the hair curls beneath Liberty’s ear, on the eagle’s neck, and right (left facing) leg feathers. 
These are common areas of softness on all 1848 quarter eagles. The only abrasions of any note that can be used as pedigree identifiers are a 
series of tiny marks to the right of star 4. It is of little wonder that this particular coin was assigned the coveted Star designation. 

This is a very rare opportunity to acquire this classic American rarity in the finest condition obtainable. It is a breathtaking piece of 
Americana that has remained virtually unchanged since it was struck during the earliest days of the greatest gold rush of all time. Census: 1 in

Only about 50 coins are believed extant, 
a minority of which are in Gem or better, Cameo and Deep/Ultra 
Cameo grades. This starkly contrasted coin displays needle-sharp 
definition and profound contrast. The mirrored fields have a pleasing 
orange peel effect, and each side displays bright yellow-gold color. 
Under a loupe, a couple of faint field marks limit the grade but are 
hardly distracting.

Despite its late date within the series and the deceptively high 
recorded mintage of 80 pieces, proof 1891 quarter eagles are 
seldom seen at auction. Garrett and Guth estimate that only 30 to 
40 examples survive. The 1891 quarter eagle is even elusive as a 
business strike, which saw only 10,960 impressions during an era of 
low mintages. This high-end Gem Deep Cameo Proof is one of seven 
PCGS submissions at the MS65 level. 

Thick mint frost contrasts with deeply mirrored fields and fully 
struck devices throughout this richly contrasted coin, which boasts 
the Important CAC green label. It is also one of two pieces at PCGS 
with the valued Plus designation, although it stands on its own as an 
extremely attractive example of the issue. The bases of the 891 show 
faint repunching, most obviously on the last 1, as on all proofs.

A single pair of dies 
was employed to strike all the proofs, with a diagnostic die scratch on 
the bust truncation and the date positioned farther to the left than on 
the business-strike obverse. John Dannreuther estimates the surviving 
population at 45 to 55 examples in all grades. 


This spectacular Superb Gem exhibits sharply detailed, frosty 
design elements that contrast profoundly with the deeply mirrored 
fields to create a startling cameo effect.

The 1895 
proof Liberty quarter eagle claims a mintage of 119 pieces, delivered 
in quarterly batches of 35, 9, 21, and 54 examples. A single pair of 
dies was used to strike all the proofs, with the date positioned just 
slightly lower than on the die used for business strikes. The dentils 
have a slightly notched, or “bitten” appearance below the 1 in the 
date on proofs, and there is heavy, swirling die polish in the clear 
spaces on the shield, making it possible to differentiate between 
proofs and prooflike circulation strikes. John Dannreuther estimates 
the surviving population at 60-70 examples in all grades.

The mintage of 139 
pieces was nearly 100 pieces fewer than the 1908 proofs, but even 
that reduction was not enough. John Dannreuther reports just 78 
proofs were sold in 1909. Even the new satin finish did not help — it 
was introduced because the sandblast matte proofs of 1908 were 
so unpopular with collectors. The new style proofs were a hybrid 
blend of a satiny matte finish and the reflective surfaces of earlier 
years. The resulting proofs did little to improve public satisfaction. As 
a result, the 1909 is the rarest proof issue of the Indian quarter eagle 
series today, with just 50 to 60 pieces thought to survive. The date is 
extremely rare in PR66 condition. 

The present coin is a visual treat, with bright, satiny luster and 
glowing orange-gold color.

There were 191 proof quarter eagles struck in 1911 with 
an estimated survivorship of 100 to 120 pieces in all grades. Since 
the mintage was relatively high and the face value relatively low for 
a proof gold coin, there appear to have been a higher percentage of 
high-grade proofs set aside and saved through the ensuing decades 
and generations.

Not surprisingly, 
the public did not approve. Only 70 to 80 proofs survive from a 
mintage of 117 pieces, one of the lowest totals for the proof series. 
The microgranular finish on this example is typical for the date, as is 
the intense brown-mustard color, which overlays a sharp strike. 

Both the 1914 and 1915 Indian proofs were generally avoided 
by collectors until a greater appreciation of the unfamiliar texture and 
color emerged. Indian Head proofs are far more popular today than 
they were when minted.

Soni - a, only 5,000 business-strike three dollar gold pieces were struck in 
1863. The coins were delivered in a single batch in November. 
Few were saved by contemporary collectors, who preferred proofs 
to circulation strikes for numismatic purposes (the proofs had been 
available since March, to satisfy collector demand). As might be 
expected, the issue is scarce in all grades today, and Mint State 
examples are rare. 

The 1863 three dollar gold piece began appearing at auction 
at least as early as lot 1558 of the Seventh Semi-Annual Sale (W. 
Elliot Woodward, 12/1865), “1863 Three-Dollar piece, uncirculated, 
and as rare as the Quarter Eagle of this date.” The 1863 Liberty 
quarter eagle was already famous in the numismatic community 
of that time because its proof-only mintage of 30 pieces had been 
widely publicized. The three dollar gold piece realized $4, the same 
erg price as the 1863 quarter eagle that was offered in the same sale. 

La. This may seem like a small premium by today’s standards but, for 
a business-strike issue that was only two years old at the time, it 
was quite generous in 1865. More recent sales include the MS67 
PCGS example (now graded MS68+ PCGS) in lot 5386 of the FUN 
Signature (Heritage, 1/2014), which realized $211,500. 

Although some remarkable specimens are known to present- 

day collectors, few survivors can match the outstanding technical 
quality and eye appeal of this magnificent MS68 example. This coin 
was once a highlight of the fabulous D. Brent Pogue Collection, 
one of the premier numismatic gatherings of all time. Among PCGS 
certified coins, only the spectacular MS68+ example from the David 
and Sharon Akers Collection can equal the present coin, and none 
are known in higher numeric grades at either of the leading grading 
services (3/20). The design elements are sharply detailed in most 
areas, with just a trace of the usual softness on the ribbon knot. The 
dies clashed at least twice before this coin was struck, and dramatic 
double clash marks are evident on both sides.

The 1870 three dollar gold piece is 
an elusive issue in all grades, from a small mintage of just 3,500 
pieces.

The business-strike dies were heavily polished during the production 
process, effacing all but a sliver of the leaf to the left of the date, 
making it possible to distinguish between proofs and_ prooflike 
regular-issue Coins.

3785 1878 MS67 PCGS. The United States Mint anticipated great 
demand for all precious-metal coinage in January 1879. At that time, 
the government planned to begin exchanging gold coins for paper 
money at par for the first time since the Civil War began, in 1861. 
To prevent coin shortages, the Mint proactively increased mintages 
of all gold denominations in 1878. Accordingly, a large business- 
strike mintage of 82,304 three dollar gold pieces was accomplished, 
with the coins delivered on May 29 (9,000 pieces), June 3 (13,100 
examples), June 5 (14,000 coins), June 17 (9,830 specimens), and 
November 7 (36,374 pieces). Surprisingly, the anticipated demand 
for hard money never developed. Citizens in the Eastern part of the 
country had become accustomed to the more convenient paper 
money over the years and, when they realized they could easily 
exchange their bills for gold, they felt no pressing need to do so.

3786 1795 Small Eagle, BD-3, High R.3, MS61 PCGS. Bass- 
Dannreuther Die State c/b, with a die crack or flaw from the rim to 
the E in UNITED. The Philadelphia Mint struck gold coinage for the 
first time in 1795, beginning with a delivery of Capped Bust Right half 
eagles on July 31. Eight more deliveries quickly followed before gold 
coinage was switched over to ten dollar eagles on September 16. A 
meager mintage of 8,707 Small Eagle half eagles was accomplished 
in 1795, with 12 die varieties known for the date and type. Another 
three 1795-dated varieties were struck in later years, using leftover 
obverse dies and the Large Eagle reverse. The coin offered here 
represents the BD-3 variety, with star 11 touching both Y in LIBERTY 
and star 12 on the obverse and the leaf touching U in UNITED on 
the reverse. The BD-3 variety is the one most often seen for this date, 
but the surviving population still numbers no more than 175-225 
examples in all grades. The BD-3 dies probably accounted for 2,000- 
3,000 pieces of the reported mintage. The obverse die was used 
previously to strike the BD-2 variety of this date, and used again to 
produce the BD-4. This was the only use of the reverse die. 

The present coin is an impressive Mint State specimen, with 
sharply detailed design elements in most areas, and just a touch of the 
usual softness on the eagle’s right (facing) leg and head.

3789 1804 Small Over Large 8, BD-7, R.4, MS64 PCGS. Bass- 
Dannreuther Die State b/b, both sides clashed and lapped, with very 
faint die cracks on the reverse. Three different Bass-Dannreuther 
varieties share a common 1804-dated obverse that shows the small 
8 in the date over a much larger 8 underneath. Bass-Dannreuther 
call it Normal/Large 8, since they point out that the final numeral 
punch is the correct and normal one for the issue. Older collectors 
are used to the terminology Small/Large 8, simply in recognition of 
the considerable size difference in the two 8s. This is the terminology 
used in the Guide Book. In point of fact, however, all four date digits 
are repunched, the 180 obviously and the 4 a bit less so. 

Whatever one chooses to call the three similar varieties, they 
are quite popular, due both to the famous 1804 date and to the easy 
visibility of the repunching on the date. As mentioned, three varieties, 
BD-5 through BD-7, share a common obverse. The BD-5 is very rare 
at High R.6, the BD-6 is rare at R.5, and the BD-7, as here, is very 
scarce at R.4. The reverse of the BD-7 can be spotted by the upper 
eagle’s beak biting down on a star point, and the upright of E over 
the space between clouds. Bass-Dannreuther estimate that 7,500 
to 12,500 coins of this die pairing were produced, of which 100 to 
150 survive today. The present piece, in near-Gem condition, is one 
of three such submissions at PCGS with none finer, while NGC has 
graded two coins in MS64, also with none finer (3/20). 

The surfaces of this attractive Choice specimen are bright yellow- 
gold with a complementary reddish tinge. Ample luster radiates from 
each side, with some semiprooflike reflectivity appearing on the 
reverse.

The lower reverse was struck 
through a bit of frayed cloth, with a tangle of threads visible beneath 
the claws and curling up into the talons, arrowheads, and shield. 
The obverse is largely unaffected, with a sharp strike throughout 
the motifs. The reverse strike is equally sharp, except in those areas 
showing the strike-through. 

Frosted, lemon-gold surfaces emit radiant mint luster on both 
sides. As the first year of the Capped Head Left series, the 1813 was 
struck in adequate quantity (95,428 pieces) from two die marriages, 
and the issue was comparatively well-saved as such.

The Classic Head 
design was introduced on half eagles in 1834 with a large mintage of 
657,460 pieces, some with the old Crosslet 4 in the date but mostly 
with the newer Plain 4 style. The new design marked a change in the 
specifications for all U.S. gold coins, instituted because the intrinsic 
value of the old tenor gold pieces exceeded their face value and they 
no longer circulated. 

The present coin is an impressive Choice specimen, with well- 
detailed design elements and partially prooflike fields.

3794 1839 MS64 PCGS. Following the last of the William Kneass- 
designed Classic Head half eagles that were struck in 1838, the 
new Liberty Head design that Christian Gobrecht created made its 
appearance in 1839 with a production of 118,143 coins. Kneass had 
served the Mint as engraver from his commission in 1824 until his 
death in 1840. Gobrecht, who served as the assistant engraver for 
the last few years of Kneass’s employment, began creating coinage 
designs in 1836 with the silver dollars that are named for him. His 
Liberty Head gold design first appeared on eagles in 1838, half eagles 
in 1839, and quarter eagles in 1840. The 1839 half eagles were struck 
in Philadelphia, Charlotte, and Dahlonega, and high grade survivors 
from any of those Mints are extremely rare. This piece is tied for the 
finest certified at PCGS or NGC, with a total of just 10 examples at 
both grading companies. 

With this offering, we have been fortunate to handle all three 
of the PCGS certified examples graded MS64. We handled our first 
MS64 PCGS piece in August 2006, and our second in January 2014. 
That second example was previously NGC certified as MS64. Past 
offerings suggest that another six to eight years might pass before 
another opportunity arises to bid on a Choice Mint State PCGS- 
certified example of this important issue. 

This piece is sharply struck and exhibits brilliant light yellow 
luster with satin surfaces. Scattered marks are expected at the MS64 
grade level.

Bass. The 1840-O Liberty half eagle claims a small mintage of 40,120 
pieces, and few high-quality examples were saved by contemporary 
collectors, making the issue extremely rare in all Mint State grades. 
Only eight other pieces have been certified in MS62 and three finer 
at NGC and PCGS combined (2/20). This is a highly lustrous coin 
with rich orange-gold coloration. The striking details are unusually 
strong for the issue with none of the usually seen central striking 
weakness on the reverse. A small diagonal planchet crack is seen 
across the point of Liberty’s chin, but there are no other prominent 
surface flaws on either side. The overall presentation is most attractive 
for this popular branch mint issue. 

One of the most intriguing aspects of this coin is what cannot 
be immediately seen. The edge is a partial collar striking, or 
“railroad rim,” error. Close examination through the edge of the 
PCGS encasement with a loupe shows that the obverse portion of 
the rim is plain, while the reverse shows milling. This error occurred 
when the collar only partially covered the planchet, and therefore 
partially reeded the edge. We expect intense competition from series 
specialists, error collectors, and Registry Set enthusiasts when this lot 
is called.

3796 1861 MS65 PCGS. No Motto Liberty half eagles were coined 
from 1839 to 1866, and they are rarely found in high grades despite 
the long run of dates. For the entire No Motto type, PCGS has only 
certified 26 examples as MS65, with just eight finer, plus four pieces 
in 65+. Clearly the 1861 is the most plentiful date in high grade, yet 
only nine MS65 examples and one 65+ piece are certified at PCGS, 
plus a solitary MS67 coin (3/20). This lovely Gem possesses brilliant, 
light-yellow luster with satin surfaces and excellent design definition. 
It is an essentially fully struck specimen, with lightly striated fields 
that show a degree of reflectivity. Only a few minimal abrasions are 
seen on either side, and Liberty’s portrait is free of all but one or two 
faint, inconsequential marks.

Historic and Final Dahlonega Issue 


3797 1861-D XF45 PCGS. CAC. Variety 46-JJ. The 1861-D 
remains among the rarest and most historic of all Dahlonega Mint 
half eagles. The reported mintage is only 1,597 pieces, although that 
number includes just the coins struck under U.S. control. On April 
8, 1861 rebel forces seized the facility. A similar small number of 
additional half eagles were struck (thought to be between 1,000 and 
2,000 coins from the same dies). There is no sure way to distinguish 
between the Union and Confederate strikings. 

Regardless of which entity struck the coins, a mere 75 to 85 
pieces survive in all grades. This is a well-centered and attractive 
medium-gold example that displays a faint greenish tinge and 
glimpses of underlying soft luster. The strike is slightly weak in a few 
areas, as always for the issue, amplified by wear consistent to the 
Choice XF grade. Tiny abrasions and minor marks are seen with a 
loupe, yet eye appeal is strong as confirmed by CAC endorsement — 
one of the few 1861-D fives to receive the important green sticker.

The Eighth Example Known 


3798 1875 AU50 NGC. Most memorable key dates in American numismatics are better described as demand rarities rather than rarities 
in the absolute sense. That is to say that a shortage of supply relative to demand stimulates interest and drives prices. These include a number 
of first-year issues, dramatic varieties, lower-mintage dates, etc. Other important issues qualify as Mint “delicacies” or patterns rather than 
actual coins intended for commerce. While these are undoubtedly rare, they were struck as presentation pieces or prototypes to be saved, 
not as mediums of exchange to be used. Few issues actually struck and issued for circulation are genuinely rare. The 1875 half eagle is in that 
distinguished class. 

With only 200 business strikes manufactured, the 1875 enjoys the second lowest regular-issue mintage for any United States coin, 
regardless of denomination, after its 1875 ten dollar cousin (100 coins). One wonders why any were struck at all. Gold was unseen in the 
channels of commerce after the Civil War; there was no need for these coins in domestic circulation. All 200 1875 five dollar gold coins were 
struck on December 18 — the same day 100 eagles, 400 quarter eagles, and 400 gold dollars were produced. It is possible that all of those 
coins, totaling $3,400 in face value, were struck at the specific request of a depositor, who would have been required to pay a premium in silver 
or greenbacks to obtain them. The coins would have been exported abroad to Europe, Canada, or Latin America as payment, and probably 
melted upon receipt, explaining the ultra-low survival rates for each of those issues. It may also be the case that the Mint struck small batches 
of each denomination (except the three dollar) to have on hand in case such coins were wanted as gifts toward the end of the year. Q. David 
Bowers has suggested that the 400 gold dollars may have been made “for the numismatic market.” Perhaps the same is true of the eagle and 
half eagle, although higher survival rates would be expected. 

With the recent discovery of this About Uncirculated representative, we are now able to positively trace eight distinct examples of the 1875 
half eagle. Predictably, they all fall within in a tight grade range of XF40 to AU58. These few survivors avoided melting and probably exchanged 
hands a few times before being set aside. All 1875 five dollar circulation strikes are distinguished from their proof counterparts by the placement 
of the digits in the date. The numerals are closer to the dentils on the eight known commercial coins, whereas proofs show the date positioned 
higher. 

This landmark rarity compares favorably to the other known examples despite faint hairlines from an old cleaning. It undoubtedly ranks 
among the sharpest coins, with crisp centers and radials on the stars, and virtually complete detail on the curls and on the eagle. Most other 
1875 half eagles lack definition over the ear, breast feathers, and fletchings. The partially lustrous surfaces feature rich yellow-gold color without 
much field reflectivity. Both sides show scattered marks, as do the other fives on the roster below. Abrasions between stars 1 and 2, and on the 
cheek will identify this coin in future appearances. It is not often that a collector gets the opportunity to add a coin of this magnitude to his or 
her collection. An advanced specialist should take advantage of this series of events, which has brought to market one of the most elusive rarities 
in all of United States coinage.

While moderately available as a date 
from a mintage of 144,700 pieces, this San Francisco issue circulated 
throughout the West and virtually no examples were numismatically 
preserved.

3800 1893-O MS65 NGC. Variety 1. The 1 in the date is closer to 
the dentils than on the scarcer Variety 2 obverse. This late-date New 
Orleans Liberty Head five dollar issue is the most collectible one in 
high grades and the second most collectible issue overall after the 
1844-O. That said, most of the 120 to 150 Mint State representatives 
extant are in lower Uncirculated grades. According to Winter: “There 
are only a very small number graded MS64, and just the single MS65 
graded by NGC.” This is that coin.

Only 81 Examples Struck 
Among the Finest Certified 


3801 1895 PR67 Ultra Cameo NGC. JD-1, R.5. Mint records 
indicate 81 proof Liberty half eagles were struck in 1895, but there 
is a discrepancy in the delivery records, which record quarterly 
deliveries of 17, 7, 8, and 44 pieces, for a slightly smaller total of 
76 examples. Perhaps five coins were rejected for some reason after 
striking. A single pair of dies was used to strike all the proofs, making 
it easy to distinguish between proofs and prooflike business strikes. 
The obverse die shows the upper curl at the back of Liberty’s neck 
detached and the reverse die shows a polished area in the ribbon, 
below WE in the motto. The reverse die was lapped at some point, 
resulting in some thinned areas in the eagle’s leg and wing feathers. 
The 1895 proofs were well-produced, and Cameo and Deep Cameo 
examples are relatively available. John Dannreuther estimates the 
surviving population at 35-45 examples in all grades and degrees of 
contrast. 

The present coin is one of the finest certified survivors, as PCGS 
has graded a single coin in PR67 Deep Cameo, with none finer, and 
NGC has graded four example in PR67 (one in 67%*) Ultra Cameo, 
again with none finer (3/20). The design elements of this spectacular 
Superb Gem exhibit razor-sharp definition throughout, with a rich 
coat of mint frost that contrasts profoundly with the deeply reflective 
fields to create an intense cameo effect. Each side features orange- 
gold coloration overall with occasional deeper hues interspersed. A 
handful of minuscule alloy spots occur throughout, but there are no 
noteworthy contact marks. Overall eye appeal is terrific.

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1900 Half Eagle, PR68+ Deep Cameo 
Spectacular High-Contrast Proof, CAC 
Sole Finest at PCGS 


3802 1900 PR68+ Deep Cameo PCGS. CAC. JD-1, R.4. Proof half 
eagles dated 1900 present a numismatic paradox. Often, numismatists 
and dealers will point to it as an ideal issue for the interested type 
collector. Still, it proves elusive, and while it has an abnormally high 
(by proof gold standards) mintage of 230 specimens, the heightened 
mintage has had little impact on present-day availability. Garrett and 
Guth (2006) note: “The date is not much more common than most of 
the issues of this time period. Many 1900 half eagles must have been 
destroyed as unsold.” More recently, John Dannreuther estimates the 
number of proof survivors at 120 to 150 known — a survival rate of 
52% to 65% — extremely low by any measure compared to other 
proof issues of the era. 


As the latest 19th century issue, the 1900 five dollar gold proofs 
are known to come with significant contrast, although Deep Cameo 
coins comprise fewer than one-fifth of the specimens in the PCGS 
Population Report. Eight examples have been awarded a Cameo 
designation by PCGS and 14 were granted Deep Cameo status. 
When the two classes are considered together and the two major 
certified populations combined, the 1900 is the most available proof 
half eagle issue with significant contrast. As with all other classic-era 
American proof gold, however, obtaining any example (much less 
one with spectacular eye appeal) poses a significant challenge. 

Further analysis of the certification data compiled by PCGS 
produces some surprising revelations. In the Population Report, this 
is the lone PR68+ example with any contrast modifier for the year. 
Examining the data shows that across the entire Liberty half eagle 
proof series, this is one of only two PR68+ pieces ever certified by 
PCGS (2/20), and the coin’s Deep Cameo status only heightens its 
desirability. While two examples in PR68 or finer appear in the NGC 
Census Report with the Ultra Cameo designation, it is impossible to 
overestimate the importance of this PCGS-graded specimen to proof 
gold collectors, and Registry enthusiasts in particular. Its singular 
status would make it a crown jewel of even the finest cabinet. 

Representatives with the highest degree of contrast appear only 
rarely in the numismatic marketplace; Heritage has only offered five 
1900 Deep Cameo half eagles at auction before. The appearances 
include this example in 2008, and four others in the subsequent 
dozen years, the finest of which was a PR65 Deep Cameo. The 
infrequent nature of Deep Cameo proofs makes this breathtaking 
specimen all the more important. 

As one might surmise from the grade, the surfaces are virtually 
perfect, with magnification necessary to identify any perceived 
anomalies. Both sides offer exquisite black-and-gold contrast between 
the richly frosted, sharply struck devices and the glassy, immensely 
reflective fields. While the yellow-gold surfaces show few points 
that could serve as identifying markers, two microscopic planchet 
flaws near the periphery, one to the right of the D in UNITED and 
the other above the second S in STATES, could serve as such. John 
Dannreuther’s recent United States Proof Coins Volume IV: Gold (Part 
Two) rates this example first in his list of significant examples. 


Few coins offer the combination of beauty, condition rarity, and 
history that distinguishes this amazing representative. Whether one 
is assembling a comprehensive set of proof Liberty half eagles or 
pursuing the ultimate example for a type collection, the appearance 
of this outstanding specimen creates a magnificent opportunity that 
may not be repeated for many years. The discerning collector should 
bid accordingly.

Tied for Finest Certified 
Exemplary Surfaces, Vivid 
Orange-Gold Luster 


3803  1910-D MS67 PCGS. It was not until the late 1970s that 
the 1910-D became readily available in Mint State grades, thanks 
to European holdings that added a few hundred _ technically 
Uncirculated coins to dealer inventories and U.S. collections. 
The majority of those coins were bagmarked and showed signs of 
handling, and the issue remained as it is today — rare in Gem or 
finer grades, one of many notable condition rarities of the Indian 
five series. Among the mintmarked half eagles, the 1910-D is about 
equal in high-grade rarity to the 1908-S, and only marginally more 
available than the 1908-D. It is one of only a handful of Indian fives 
that offers collectors multiple opportunities to acquire an example at 
the Superb Gem level. In 2008, David Akers wrote: 


“The preponderance of hoard coins in the market means 
that a typically offered 1910-D Half Eagle exhibits 
numerous distracting abrasions on one or both sides. There 
are very few above-average examples, and hardly any 
whose surfaces approach perfection.” 


The present coin is one of three 1910-D Superb Gems listed on 
the current PCGS population report, with none finer (2/20). NGC 
reports two additional MS67 coins, again with none finer. This is the 
PCGS CoinFacts plate coin, and it shares the top spot in the PCGS 
Condition Census with the Col. E.H. R. Green/King Farouk/Pittman 
coin, plus one other reported MS67 specimen. Notably, PCGS lists 
just 14 MS67 coins for the entire Indian half eagle series — all dates 
and mints combined, plus one MS67+ coin and a solitary MS68. 


Sharply struck throughout both sides, this radiant MS67 displays 
a boldly brought-up mintmark and scintillating orange-gold luster, 
with a thin ring of lilac color at the borders. Smooth, satinlike 
surfaces show virtually none of the abrasions and marks that plague 
the issue in lesser grades, and has only a microscopic nick below 
the nose to pedigree the piece. The eye appeal is extraordinary not 
only for a 1910-D, but for any Indian five from any Mint. Registry 
Set enthusiasts, gold type specialists, and series collectors are sure to 
seek this coin as an ultimate upgrade for their set. 
Ex James A. Stack; Stack’s October 1994, lot 1281 which realized 
$37,400; Superior February 1999, lot 3294 which realized $51,750 
as NGC MS67 #914058-007; crossed to PCGS MS67 in 2003. David 
Akers sold John Jay Pittman’s 1910-D five dollar in October 1997, as 
lot 1102, bringing $73,150.

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1910-S Five Dollar, MS64 
Long-Recognized Condition Rarity 


3804 1910-S MS64 NGC. In 1979, David Akers wrote of the 
1910-S Indian five, “The collector desiring a choice or gem quality 
mint state piece has to be patient because only a few such pieces 
are known to exist.” This conditional semikey’s reputation for being 
scarce in high grade is traceable as far back as the 1940s, when B. 
Max Mehl called attention to the conditional scarcity of a “choice” 
coin in the Belden E. Roach Collection (2/1944). Today, the 1910-S is 
mainly seen in lightly circulated grades or in the MS61 to MS62 grade 
range. Select examples are scarce, and near-Gems are decidedly rare. 
Only a handful of MS65 or better examples are known, and those are 
out of reach for most collectors. 


This Choice coin is sharply rendered and displays satiny prairie- 
gold luster with only a few minor field marks that limit the grade. 
The strike is even and the mintmark is bold. An appealing, high-end 
example of a date that poses a challenge in all Mint State grade levels.

3805  1910-S MS65+ NGC. San Francisco half eagle production 
reached 770,200 pieces in 1910. While examples can be found 
without too much difficulty through lower Uncirculated levels, 
the 1910-S five dollar proves to be exceptionally elusive in Gem 
condition or finer. David Akers once estimated that there may be 
only eight to 10 MS65 or better examples known — a survivorship 
that is borne out by the current population data and that demands 
great patience on the part of any collector who wishes to acquire 
one of these seldom-offered rarities. Similarly, Garrett and Guth 
called the 1910-S “very scarce” at the Gem level in their 2006 Gold 
Encyclopedia, ranking it as the eight most challenging issue in the 
series. 


Easily the most visually arresting feature of this Registry Set 
imperative is its soft, frosted mint luster. It gently cartwheels around 
the surfaces as the coin is rotated beneath a light and shimmers 
under an even layer of coppery-gold patina that covers both sides. 
Abrasions are so few that they could almost be individually listed. 
The only ones, however, that might be used for future identification 
purposes include a small cluster of tiny ticks in the left obverse 
field just left of the Indian’s nose and a dark spot below star 9. Each 
side showcases a virtually complete impression in all areas, a trait 
common to many high-grade 1910-S Pratt half eagles. Remarkably,

Bass-Dannreuther Die State b/a, with a crack through 
stars 5 to 9, although on this piece the crack is faint due to granular 
surfaces as a result of the repair work noted by ANACS. A prominent 
depression in the right obverse field — smoothed out by tooling 
— merges the field with Liberty's bust. The surfaces are bright yellow- 
gold and satiny. This is a well-detailed coin and it is evenly struck.

3807 1795 13 Leaves, BD-1, High R.3, AU58+ NGC. Bass- 
Dannreuther Die State c/b. Collectors are familiar with BD-1 since 
it is the most plentiful 1795 Small Eagle ten dollar variety. More than 
200 examples are believed extant, dispersed throughout the grade 
spectrum, with many examples known that are impaired or otherwise 
not gradable. Examples in the upper AU range and into Mint State 
grades are scarce and sought-after. 


Gold eagle coinage first took place in September 1795. The first 
delivery from the coiner, on the 22nd of that month, consisted of 
1,097 coins. Presumably, this first delivery was struck in its entirety 
from the BD-1 dies — the first die pair used at the Mint. Later 
deliveries were generally smaller through March 1796, by which 
time a total of only 5,583 eagles had been struck. It is unknown how 
many of the five 1795-dated Small Eagle die pairs were used during 
this period, although there is sufficient evidence to suggest that all 
five known varieties may have been struck at some point between 
September 1795 and March 1796. The overlap of coinage with 1795- 
dated dies into early 1796 was the product of the Mint using die 
pairs as long as they were serviceable, without regard for the date of 
coinage coinciding with the date on the actual coins. At this time, a 
coinage die took a minimum of a full day to prepare, as each element 
of the design had to be entered by hand with annealing to avoid 
fracturing the steel. 

BD-1 is a 13 Leaves Reverse variety. The reverse die was paired 
with two different obverses for 1795 coinage, representing what is 
referred to today as the BD-1 and BD-2 marriages. The BD-1 obverse 
is only seen in this usage, however. Star 1 touches Liberty’s lowest 
hair curl, and star 11 nearly touches the Y in LIBERTY. A spindly die 
crack runs through the date and the left peripheral stars, which likely 
worsened in a later state and caused this die’s retirement. The coin 
offered here is in the usual cracked die state. 


This is an attractive BD-1 example, showing satiny yellow-gold 
luster in the fields with the faintest trace of high-point friction on 
the devices. Those devices show impressive sharpness, especially 
on the central hair curls of Liberty and on the eagle’s breast, where 
the small feathers are mostly visible. A few light marks and hairlines 
accompany the grade, as expected. Collectors seeking a high-end, 
well-struck example of the U.S. Mint’s first ten dollar gold production 
would be hard-pressed to find a more suitable example than the 
present.

3808 1798/7 9x4 Stars, BD-1, High R.4, NGC Details. AU. Bass- 
Dannreuther Die State c/b with a prominent vertical die crack through 
the cap and the L in LIBERTY. Two varieties of Capped Bust Right 
eagles were produced in 1798, both struck from overdated obverse 
dies. This coin represents the BD-1 variety, with the obverse stars 
arranged in a 9x4 pattern. The 2020 Guide Book lists the mintage of 
the BD-1 as 900 pieces and John Dannreuther estimates the surviving 
population at 80-100 examples in all grades. The obverse of this 
impressive example has many pinpoint marks, as sometimes seen 
on jewelry pieces, although there is no indication of solder or rim 
damage. The surfaces are repaired near the first three obverse stars, 
and the left obverse field may have been whizzed. Both sides have 
noticeable luster, and as a representative of the sole 9x4 stars die 
marriage, this coin is an important survivor.

Bass-Dannreuther Die State c/d. The obverse has cracks from the 
border right of Star 8, through the left side of the L, and down to the 
lower serif of the B. This is the latest die state observed for the variety. 
The BD-3 is one of the important 1799 rarities with an estimated 
population of just 16 to 20 coins. Only half a dozen different 
examples of the variety appear in our Permanent Auction Archives. 
Although both sides exhibit scattered marks on its lustrous light 
yellow-gold surfaces, those marks are inconsequential. A few faint 
adjustment marks appear at the upper reverse.

3810 1799 Small Obverse Stars, BD-6, R.5, MS63 PCGS. Bass- 
Dannreuther Die State e/b, with extensive die cracks on the obverse 
and lapping on the reverse. The 1799 eagle claims a relatively large 
mintage for the series, at an impressive 37,449 pieces. Among Capped 
Bust Right eagles, only the 1801 issue has a larger reported mintage. 
However, the 1799 mintage was split between 10 different die 
varieties and only two of those (BD-7 and BD-10) are seen with any 
regularity. This coin represents the BD-6 variety, with the numerals 17 
in the date closely spaced and reverse star 12 not touching the beak. 
BD-6 is a rare variety, with a surviving population of 35-45 examples 
in all grades. John Dannreuther estimates the BD-6 dies were used to 
strike 1,500-2,000 pieces of the reported mintage. This was the third 
and final use of the obverse die, which was used previously to strike 
the BD-4 and BD-5 varieties of 1799. It was the first use of the reverse 
die, which was employed again to produce the BD-7 variety of this 
date. 

The 1799 eagle was always a collector favorite and examples 
began appearing at auction at least as early as lot 172 of the A.C. 
Kline Sale (Moses Thomas and Sons, 6/1855). The first serious study of 
die varieties for the early eagles, conducted by John W. Haseltine and 
John Colvin Randall, took place about 30 years later. When Randall 
sold his collection through coin dealer W. Elliot Woodward in June 
of 1885, he identified five different die varieties of 1799 eagles in his 
collection. Lot 854 in the catalog of the sale, Randall’s variety No. 3, 
sounds a lot like a BD-6: 


“1799 No. 3; in date 1 and 7 close together, small stars; 
rev., stars different from the others; very fine indeed; rev., 
proof.” 


The closely spaced 17 in the date and the Small Obverse Stars 
conclusively identify the BD-6 obverse and the “different” reverse 
stars may refer to the position of reverse star 12 outside the eagle’s 
beak. This may well be the first description of the BD-6 variety in 
print. 

The present coin is a spectacular Select example, with 
sharply detailed design elements in most areas and just a touch of 
incompleteness on the juncture of the shield and eagle’s tail and 
some clouds, due to lapping. Many obverse die cracks are evident, 
with the crack along the edge of the cap most advanced. The vivid 
orange-gold surfaces show only minor signs of contact, with vibrant 
mint luster on both sides. Overall eye appeal is outstanding. NGC

of 1801 BD-2 eagles were coined after the unknown accident that 
resulted in those vertical spines that are traditionally called clash 
marks, but that is not a proper description. Early die state pieces 
like this one are seldom encountered. This lovely eagle has brilliant 
light yellow surfaces with slightly reflective fields, and myriad marks, 
although not are consequential. It is an exceptional example housed 
in a green-label generation 3.0 PCGS holder indicating certification 
between January 1990 and February 1993.

“c/c.” The clash marks from die state b/b have faded. Harry W. Bass, 
Jr. correctly described this usually encountered die state as having 
“nine vertical spines in cap.” They are not clash marks. The spines are 
evenly spaced, unlike the vertical shield stripes on the reverse. We 
have speculated that a tiny set-screw or similar object dropped onto a 
planchet during striking, causing the damage to the obverse die. This 
pleasing Mint State example displays brilliant lemon-yellow luster 
and minimal marks for the grade.

3813 1801 BD-2, R.2, MS62 PCGS. Bass-Dannreuther Die State 
“c/c”, with vertical spines in the cap from a struck-in screw or other 
metal object. John Dannreuther only lists two die states for this issue, 
but we have expanded the list to account for an intermediate die state 
that shows clash marks above the left (facing) shield point, but no 
spines in the cap. A substantial mintage of 44,344 Capped Bust Right 
eagles was accomplished in 1801, with two die varieties known for 
the date. This coin represents the BD-2 variety, with two points of 
star 8 pointing to the cap and star 13 near the bust. This was the only 
use of the obverse die, but the reverse was used again to strike the 
BD-3 variety of 1803. The BD-2 dies probably struck 30,000-40,000 
examples of the reported mintage, and the issue is the most available 
early eagle in today’s market. The surviving population numbers

The present coin is an attractive MS62 specimen, with sharply 
detailed design elements, aside from some localized softness on stars

The 1801 BD-2 is the most plentiful early eagle of any date or 
variety from 1795 to 1804, with the 1799 BD-10 following closely 
in second place. Those two varieties are most frequently chosen 
for date or type collections. The obverse die was used only for this 
variety while the reverse die was also used for 1803 BD-3. There is 
no explanation for the retirement of the obverse die that is unknown 
with any die damage other than the spines in the cap. Since the late 
state having those spines is more plentiful than the early die state, the 
accident resulting in those spines was not the reason for retiring that 
die.

3815  1841-O XF45 PCGS. According to Doug Winter's recent 
edition of Gold Coins of the New Orleans Mint, (1838-1909), the 
1841-O “is the second rarest No Motto eagle from New Orleans in 
terms of the overall rarity and it is the single rarest in high grade, 
eclipsing even the 1859-O.” 


There are an estimated 65-75 examples known with fewer than 
10 pieces in About Uncirculated. Only one survivor has a claim to 
Uncirculated status: the Eliasberg coin, also the plate coin in the third 
edition of the Winter reference and a piece that is now housed in the 
New England Collection. 


The Jacobson coin is clearly finer than average for this issue, 
with only light wear on the design elements and lightly abraded 
orange-gold surfaces. The current PCGS population of 12 in XF45 
seems severely inflated since only two examples in this grade have 
sold at auction since the middle of 2005.

Only one Uncirculated coin has 
been certified, an NGC MS60. Some luster remains on this piece. The 
surfaces are medium yellow and show no mentionable abrasions.

Carrying the seldom-seen Prooflike 
designation by PCGS (simply because it could not be called 
anything else), the coin displays fields that are deeply reflective and 
fully mirrorlike. Lightly frosted devices provide a pleasing amount 
of contrast. This is the sole 1877 Prooflike on the current PCGS 
population report. 

A handful of small marks exist on the radiant surfaces, but 
overall they are few in number and of minor severity. Liberty's portrait 
and the eagle are virtually free of any abrasions or contact. The strike 
is pinpoint sharp throughout both sides, suggesting an even finer 
numeric grade is possible.

Although one of the more readily 
available Liberty tens in low Uncirculated grades, the 1878 eagle 
becomes scarce in Select Uncirculated condition and rare in near- 
Gem or finer grades. This MS65 example is the sole-finest at NGC 
(3/20). Needless to say, the appearance of this coin at auction 
is of exceptional importance to Registry Set and high-grade eagle 
collectors. It is the first time we have offered an MS65 example, 
and the only other auction appearance of an 1878 ten dollar in 
MS65 appears to be the Bradly Bloch Collection coin (Goldberg 
Auctioneers, 9/1999, lot 1833, MS65 PCGS) — more than 20 years 
ago. That coin remains unseen since its 1999 appearance, likely 
tucked away in an advanced collection. The present sparkling Gem 
is supremely lustrous and attractive, with vibrant yellow-gold color 
and a sharp strike that weakens only slightly at the arrow fletchings.

Based on examples 
appearing in our Permanent Auction Archives, the 1-A variety is 
scarcer than the 1-B die pair, but not nearly the rarity of variety 1-C.

Trompeter. The Philadelphia Mint began its program of commercial 
proof coin offerings in 1858. Mintage figures for proofs were not 
recorded that year, but experts agree no more than four to six proof 
Liberty eagles were produced. Most of the coins we know about 
today were issued as part of six-piece gold proof sets, but it is possible 
that a few examples were sold singly, as well. Only four examples 
have been reliably reported, and we believe three of those coins are 
included in institutional collections at the Smithsonian Institution, the 
American Numismatic Society, and the Connecticut State Library (see 
roster below). The magnificent coin offered here is the only example 
available to collectors, making this lot an extremely important 
opportunity for series specialists and Registry Set enthusiasts. 


The 1858 Proof Eagle Dies 


A single die pair was used to strike all the proof eagles in 1858. The 
obverse die was also used to strike coins for circulation that year, 
but it was in a later die state when the business-strike coins were 
produced. On proofs, Liberty’s neck curls are complete, but the 
business strikes show the effects of lapping and the curls often appear 
detached. The reverse die was nearly 20 years old in 1858, as it had 
been used to strike intermittent proof issues since 1840. It shows the 
last vertical stripe in the shield extending into the horizontal stripes 
and heavy die polish in the bottom of the clear spaces, making it easy 
to distinguish between the formats. 


The Present Coin 

We can trace the history of the present coin all the way back to the 
Mint in 1858. Prominent Massachusetts collector George Seavey 
purchased it as part of a complete gold, silver, and minor proof set 
that year. Seavey updated his remarkable collection in this fashion 
every year until he sold his numismatic holdings to millionaire 
Boston collector Lorin G. Parmelee in 1873. Parmelee retained the 
proof set intact until he sold his collection in 1890. The gold proof 
set was dispersed in the Parmelee sale, with the eagle, half eagle, 
and quarter eagle going to gold and pattern specialist William H. 
Woodin, who later became Secretary of the Treasury, under President 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. Super collector Virgil Brand acquired 
this coin at the 1911 sale of Woodin’s collection, with Lyman Low 
acting as his agent. Brand retained this piece until his death in 
1926 and it eventually passed to his brother Armin, who sold it to 
Wayte Raymond in 1935. It next appeared in F.C.C. Boyd’s World's 
Greatest Collection and then in the fabulous collection of Dr. Charles 
W. Green. Fort Worth coin dealer B. Max Mehl cataloged Green’s 
Collection and described this piece in a two-page lot description, 
which we quote in part below: 


“Perfect brilliant proof! By far the rarest of all U.S. $10.00 
Gold Pieces and one of the rarest of all U.S. Gold Coins 
... the specimen here offered is the only brilliant proof 
specimen available for purchase ... This great coin in its 
magnificent condition, is in point of actual rarity, almost on 
a par with the 1822 Half Eagle ... Its addition to a collection 
of U.S. Gold Coins would have the same effect as the 
addition of an 1804 Silver Dollar to a Silver Collection. 
It would greatly enhance the interest and value of the 
balance of the collection.” 


Amon Carter, Sr. purchased the coin at the auction, and it remained 
in the Carter Family Collection until that spectacular numismatic 
gathering was sold in January of 1984. This coin realized $121,000 
at the Carter sale, a remarkable price for any coin at the time, to 
David Akers, acting as agent for proof gold specialist Ed Trompeter. 
It has not been publicly offered since. The owner of the Duquesne 
Collection purchased this coin privately via Heritage Auctions, along 
with many other coins from the Trompeter Estate, in 1998. 


Physical Appearance 

This spectacular Choice proof exhibits sharply detailed central design 
elements, with razor-sharp definition on Liberty’s curls and the 
eagle’s wings, and just a trace of softness on some star centers. The 
well-preserved apricot-gold surfaces show a small lintmark below the 
first 8 in the date and another left of T in TEN on the reverse. The best 
pedigree marker is a small planchet flake below star 12, possibly 
caused by foreign matter adhering to the die during the striking 
process. The deeply mirrored fields contrast profoundly with the 
richly frosted devices to create an intense cameo effect. Overall eye 
appeal is tremendous. This coin possesses a combination of extreme 
absolute rarity, outstanding visual appeal, and one of the longest and 
most illustrious pedigrees in American numismatics. Off the market 
for 36 years, it may be decades before this coin becomes available 
again and the proof gold specialist will find no adequate substitute 
for this unique-in-private-hands example.

Profound Contrast, Exceptional Quality 


3824 1890 PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC. JD-1, Low R.6. Jet-black 
fields surround richly frosted devices for strong contrast throughout 
both sides of this spectacular Ultra Cameo proof. The 1890 mintage 
of 63 proof eagles was of high quality, and perhaps as many as 25 
to 30 of those proofs survive today. The present Premium Gem ranks 
among the finest certified in Ultra or Deep Cameo format. The rich- 
gold fields are deeply mirrored with faint orange-peel texture, while 
razor-sharp motifs provide bold eye appeal. 


Traditionally, 1890 proofs were described as struck from 
polished dies, particularly in the lower obverse field, around the eye, 
and at some of the letters in LIBERTY. Liberty’s neck curls and lowest 
bun curls do indeed show die lapping on this coin, as well as in the 
other areas so-mentioned. As recently as 2017, David Bowers notes: 
“Most of the field below the portrait also has been polished in the die, 
and curls behind the neck are incomplete. This characteristic is true 
of all authentic Proofs.” 

John Dannreuther’s 2078 United States Proof Coins, Volume IV: 
Gold (Part Two) does not mention the characteristic, and illustrates 
an unlapped 1890 example with complete curls. Apparently, both 
die states exist —perhaps from two striking periods — with several 
examples of each among the certified proof population. Census: 6 in 
66 Ultra Cameo (1 in 66%, 1 in 66+), O finer (1/20).

3825 1898 PR65+* Ultra Cameo NGC. JD-1, High R.5. Only 67 
proof Liberty eagles were struck in 1898, with the coins delivered 
in quarterly batches of 18, 16, 5, and 28 examples throughout the 
year. One set of dies was used to strike all the proofs, with the last 
clear stripe in the shield almost filled with polish, making it easy to 
distinguish between proofs and prooflike business strikes. The 1898 
proofs were among the highest-quality issues of the series, and many 
examples display sharply detailed devices and starkly contrasted 
Cameo surfaces. John Dannreuther estimates the surviving population 
at 30-35 examples in all grades. 


Most of the proof eagles were sold as part of complete four-piece 
gold proof sets, but some collectors, like Virgil Brand, also purchased 
individual proof coins from the Mint during this era. In 1898, Brand 
purchased a total of 10 proof quarter eagles and two proofs of each 
of the other gold denominations directly from the Mint. Individual 
proof 1898 eagles began appearing at auction as early as lot 41 of the 
Major William B. Wetmore Collection (S.H. & H. Chapman, 6/1906), 
which was simply described as, “1898 Brilliant proof.” The lot sold 
for $11, the same price as the other four proof eagles in the sale. 
More recent sales include the PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC specimen 
in lot 4554 of the Central States Signature (Heritage, 4/2013), that 
realized $85,187.50. 

The present coin is a Plus-graded Gem, with razor-sharp 
definition on all design elements and deeply mirrored fields that 
contrast profoundly with the richly frosted devices. The impeccably 
preserved yellow-gold surfaces show the textured orange-peel 
surfaces of the best 19th century proofs, especially on the obverse. 
Overall eye appeal is terrific. Census: 4 in 65 Ultra Cameo, (1 in 
65+* Ultra Cameo), 9 finer (3/20).

3826 1900 PR66+ Deep Cameo PCGS. CAC. JD-1, Low R.5. 
PCGS CoinFacts notes that just 50 to 65 proof 1900 eagles survive 
from a mintage of 120 pieces. That agrees with John Dannreuther’s 
recent estimate of known survivors — a curiously low survival rate 
compared to the surrounding years, when only 86 proofs were struck 
in 1899, and in 1901 when the proof mintage was 85 pieces. Still, 
more than a dozen 1900 proofs exist in Premium Gem Deep Cameo 
or finer, making the 1900 issue a favorite selection for proof gold 
type. The 1900 proofs showcase one of the Philadelphia Mint’s finest 
years of gold proof production, with some of the most beautifully 
contrasted gold proofs ever produced by the Mint. 

Perhaps Garrett and Guth said it best, when they wrote in the 
second edition of the Gold Encyclopedia: “|f you're a type collector 
looking for a nice Proof example of the Liberty Head type, this is 
one of the best dates to chase after.” This is an exquisite example, 
with smoothly frosted devices that stand out against deeply mirrored 
fields. The gold-on-black contrast is dramatic when viewed at an 
angle. 

Sumptuous, rich-gold color and a needle-sharp strike exists 
throughout both sides. There is a tiny, particulate-sized planchet 
flake below Liberty’s chin — barely visible to the unaided eye — that 
pedigrees the piece as the former Ed Trompeter coin, which brought 
$41,400 when offered in our January 1999 FUN Platinum Night 
auction as lot 8262. Previously, it was owned by the Amon G. Carter 
family and offered as lot 794 in Stack’s January 1984 sale of that 
famous collection, where it was described: 


“1900 Brilliant Proof. 720 specimens struck. A gem 
specimen in deep greenish yellow gold with pale cloudy 
toning. A tiny mint-caused flake below the chin. Only 
very few of the 35-40 specimens known are in this state of 
preservation.” 
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Currently, the present example is tied for fourth-finest in the 
PCGS Condition Census — a place it shares with the Bob Simpson 
Collection coin (3/20). While some 1900 Deep Cameo proofs show 
relapping of the dies, this coin is struck from Dannreuther Die State 
“a,” with fully reflective areas between the shield stripes and no 
evidence of die polish build-up. Mild traces of orange-peel texture 
add to the gleaming eye appeal. The current interest in high-grade 
proof gold is stronger than ever. We expect spirited competition 
when this splendid, CAC-endorsed and Plus-graded Premium Gem is 
called.

Net Mintage of 472 Examples 


3827 1907 Wire Rim, MS66+ PCGS. From a design by master 
sculptor Augustus Saint-Gaudens, the 1907 Wire Edge With Periods 
Indian eagle is listed as Judd-1901 in the 10th edition of the 
leading pattern reference. However, USPatterns.com considers the 
coins business strikes, rather than patterns, and numismatists have 
enthusiastically adopted them into the regular Indian eagle series. 
Research by Roger W. Burdette revels that 500 examples were struck 
in late August through early September of 1907, and an additional 42 
specimens were produced by the end of the year. Records indicate 
70 coins remained undistributed and were later melted, leaving a net 
distribution of just 472 examples. None of the coins were released 
into circulation. Instead, they were acquired by Congressmen, 
Treasury Department officials, museums, coin dealers, and favored 
collectors who ordered them. Henry Chapman and Thomas Elder 
both secured a supply that they marketed to their customers for 
years afterward. At first, the novelty of Saint-Gaudens’ design created 
intense collector demand for the issue. Later, the limited distribution 
efit eae. 12 eae caused resentment among rank and file collectors who felt frozen out 
Sat al oat et i wet of the process. The 1907 Wire Rim Indian eagles are among the most 
sig eel = sought-after issues of the series today. 
. The present coin is a Plus-graded Premium Gem, with sharply 
detailed central design elements. As on most examples seen, the 
peripheral devices are not quite as sharply defined. The virtually 
flawless orange-gold surfaces radiate vibrant mint luster, with terrific 
eye appeal. This delightful specimen should appeal to numismatists 
of all collecting disciplines.

The 1911-D quarter eagle is the 
famous issue of that date and Mint, but the 1911-D Indian ten had 
the lowest mintage of any Indian eagle in the series, aside from the 
With Periods coins that are typically considered pattern issues. The 
1911-D had a total production of only 30,100 coins. The population 
data clearly indicates that this issue is conditionally rare. This Select 
Mint State example has random, trivial marks on both sides while 
enjoying brilliant straw-gold luster.

3829 1912 MS66 PCGS. Most Uncirculated examples of this 
Philadelphia issue exist in the MS61 to MS64 grade range. Gems 
are scarce, and anything finer is decidedly rare. We have handled a 
Premium Gem 1912 eagle on several occasions in recent years due 
to the repeated offering of just a few coins. Looking at the population 
figures, the MS66 survivorship of this issue is about equal between 
PCGS and NGC, although at auction PCGS coins are scarcer. The 
possibility of duplication in the certified population exists. This is 
only the second PCGS-graded Premium Gem example that we have 
handled within the past decade. Luster abounds in frosty yellow- 
gold cartwheels, with sharp design elements and exceptionally 
clean fields. Liberty’s cheek and the eagle’s wing show trivial signs 
of contact that do not detract.

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1915-S Indian Eagle, MS64 
Conditionally Elusive 


3830 1915-S MS64 NGC. The 1915-S Indian ten was a low 
mintage issue with a total production of just 59,000 coins, and 
this issue was the next to last issue of the decade as gold coinage 
was suspended during World War I, also known as the Great War, 
a European conflict that lasted from 1914 through 1918. America 
maintained neutrality at the outbreak in 1914, but quickly joined 
Great Britain and her allies after a German U-boat sunk the British 
passenger ship Lusitania. 

This impressive Choice Mint State eagle has frosty and fully 
brilliant light yellow-gold surfaces that exhibit trivial copper toning 
spots and minuscule, grade-consistent contact marks. Census: 12 in 
64, 4 finer (3/20).

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1933 Ten Dollar, MS65 
A World-Class Rarity 


3831 1933 MS65 NGC. The accepted mintage figure for the 1933 gold eagles is 312,500 coins, as published in the Guide Book and various 
other sources. While that is accurate as far as it goes, it is only half of the story. Nearly all of the original production was melted shortly after the 
coins were manufactured, due to the Gold Recall of President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

The 1933 U.S. coinage portrait is an unusual one at any rate, in that the only coin denominations produced were Lincoln cents, in 
Philadelphia and Denver (the latter also making an Oregon Trail half dollar); the Walking Liberty half dollar, in San Francisco only; and the two 
gold issues, only in Philadelphia. (Was the U.S. Mint purposely providing Depression-era “make-work” assignments for some employees at 
each facility?) 

The 1933 eagles are the only U.S. gold coins bearing that date that are legal to own, save for the single celebrated King Farouk 1933 double 
eagle that was legally “monetized” and sold for $7,590,020 in July 2002. 

The year 1933 opened normally at the Philadelphia Mint, although the country was in the depths of the Great Depression. The Mint’s 
production of the year’s eagles totaled 312,500 pieces in January and February. Although for many years it was thought that perhaps two dozen 
of those coins were released in the normal order of business, it is now believed that from 30 to 40 specimens escaped in this way. Presidential 
Order 6260, issued in March, officially halted the release of gold coins from the Mint. 

All known examples of the 1933 ten dollar are Uncirculated — but Gem examples such as the present specimen are quite rare. Mike 
Fuljenz writes in Indian Gold Coins of the 20th Century concerning the 1933 eagles: 


“For some reason, this date is usually seen with scattered deep marks. The typical 1933 may not have as many abrasions as on the 
typical 1932 but the marks seen on the 1933 are often located on the prime focal points and they can be fairly detracting. More often 
than not, the marks are located on the obverse and on a few pieces they are positioned squarely on the jaw or cheek of the Indian.” 


Acquisition of any 1933 eagle has been considered a badge of accomplishment, one of the coins that separate great collections from 
world-class ones. The Kutasi and O’Neal-Morse collection specimens were MS65 PCGS examples. The current Condition Census for the 1933 
eagle includes a single MS66 at NGC, with four MS65 coins (one of which is an MS65%*). The PCGS population shows eight pieces in MS65, 
three of which are Plus-graded, and a single MS66, the finest at that service; as usual, the probability of duplications must be factored into all 
of these totals. The certainty of duplications is also present in the total graded at both services combined, 35 coins. A detailed roster of some of 
the finest known examples can be found in our Permanent Auction Archives. 

The present Gem specimen displays bright, satiny luster that complements an uncommonly bold strike on both sides, the chief hallmarks 
of this simply spectacular coin. Note how well-defined the headdress feathers are, all the way to their tips (save for a couple of the lowest ones), 
and observe the fine plumage details throughout the eagle’s wings. The 933 in the date is fully struck, while minor softness occurs on the 1. 
The predominant coloration is yellow-gold, with a slight accent of reddish patina perceptible on each side. Fortunately, this coin has escaped 
any overly distracting marks, although some small signs of contact appear below the ear and on the chin area. The superior strike and attractive 
satiny luster more than compensate.

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1908 Indian Eagle, PR66 
With Motto Sandblast Proof 
Finest Gold CAC Example 


3832 1908 Motto PR66 PCGS. Gold CAC. JD-1, Low R.5. The 
design of the Indian eagle was modified to include the motto IN 
GOD WE TRUST on the reverse in 1908, providing collectors with 
a popular new design type. The Philadelphia Mint issued Indian 
proofs for collectors for the first time in 1908, but adjustments to the 
finish had to be made because of the new design. The Mint found it 
impossible to polish the proof dies for the new gold coin designs to 
produce the popular brilliant finish of earlier proofs. Instead, they 
opted for a dull sandblast finish, in which the planchet was struck 
from specially prepared dies and then sandblasted with a coarse 
grain of sand while being held in a glove. The resulting finish had 
an artistic matte appearance, like that seen on some medals of the 
period. Anticipating intense collector demand for the proofs, because 
of the novelty of the design, the Mint struck an ambitious production 
of 500 proof eagles in 1908. Unfortunately, collectors preferred the 
old brilliant proofs of prior years, and orders were slow to come 
in after the initial rush. Only 116 specimens were distributed by 
December 30, with the rest melted after the end of the year. John 
Dannreuther estimates the surviving population at 70-80 examples in 
all grades. 

Most of the coins were initially sold as part of complete four- 
piece gold proof sets. The proof sets began appearing in auctions as 
early as 1909, when a set was sold in Henry Chapman’s Zabriskie 
Sale for $70. Soon after, dealers began breaking up the sets, as B. Max 
Mehl did in his sale of the Charles W. Cowell Collection (10/1911). 
The four coins from the 1908 gold proof set were offered in individual 
lots in the appropriate sections of the catalog. The eagle was listed 
in lot 357, “1908 Sand blast proof. Wire edge. Very rare.” The lot 
realized $18.50, a strong price for the time. Recent sales include 
the PR66+ PCGS example in lot 4810 of the Central States Signature 
(Heritage, 4/2016), which realized $73,437.50. 

This spectacular Premium Gem proof exhibits the dark orange- 
gold patina typical of the issue. The virtually flawless surfaces show a 
couple of shiny spots in the headdress feathers and a faint amber alloy 
spot above the D in DOLLAR on the reverse. The design elements are 
sharply detailed throughout, with fine definition on Liberty’s curls 
and the eagle’s feathers. The exceptional quality and eye appeal of 
this stunning proof is attested by the seldom-awarded Gold CAC 
sticker. We expect intense competition from series specialists when 
this lot is called. Housed in a green label holder. Population: 9 in 66

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1914 Ten Dollar Indian, PR65+ 
Just One Finer at PCGS 
Ex: Norweb 


3833 1914 PR65+ PCGS. CAC. JD-1, High R.5. Ex: Norweb. The 
Mint experimented with a slightly coarser sandblast finish in 1914, 
creating a rich, multi-faceted surface that is unique to the 1914 
proofs. The matte proof effect is slightly more intense than the 1913 
proofs, yet similar to the 1915 issue, all of which are favored by matte 
proof collectors. Just 50 proofs were struck, placing the 1914 as the 
rarest (by mintage) among the 8 Indian eagle regular proof series 
dates. 

This coin pedigrees to the incomparable Norweb Collection. 
Emery May Holden Norweb (1896-1984), became a numismatist 
when still a child. She recorded die varieties and coin pedigrees in 
her father’s notebook by age 12. She joined the ANA at age 18 in 1914 
and was a member until her death in 1984. She married R. Henry 
Norweb, Sr. (1895-1983) in 1917 and added to the family collection 
with purchases from Thomas Elder, B. Max Mehl, J.C. Morgenthau, 
Wayte Raymond, John J. Ford, Jr., and many other dealers. Together 
with her husband, who became a U.S. ambassador, she “patiently 
acquired the ‘finest of the fine’ and the ‘rarest of the rare’ from many 
properties offered over a long span of time,” according to the March 
1988 Norweb Collection II catalog, which described this 1914 eagle 
as: 


“1914 Matte Proof 65. One of the very finest known of 
this extreme rarity. The lowest mintage among Proof Indian 
Head eagles was registered for 1914, at which time just 
50 were coined. By this point, the demand from collectors 
had diminished sharply, and apparently the Mint was tired 
of producing coins just to have them remain unsold on the 
shelf or recycled in the melting pot. Probably no more than 
15 to 20 exist today.” 


The coin had been acquired by the Norwebs privately in 1953 
from Denver, Colorado coin dealer, Dan Brown. This piece, like many 
of the coins that resided for decades in the vast Norweb Collection 
holdings, has the tantalizing potential of having been handled by 
several members of one of America’s foremost collecting families. 

Heritage later sold the coin at our ANA Signature auction 
(8/2010) as lot 3562, which realized $80,500. At the time it was 
housed in an MS67 NGC holder. It was subsequently housed in a 
previous generation blue label holder as PR65+ PCGS, and now 
carries CAC endorsement — one of just two pieces to receive the 
green CAC label at the MS65 or finer levels. 

We add that this piece displays completely smooth, untroubled 
khaki-gold color, with absolutely no trace of contact or disturbed 
luster. For pedigree purposes, a tiny fleck of darker color exists in the 
obverse field out from Liberty’s chin, and a tiny indent is seen, clearly 
of Mint origin, on the lower neck above the 9 in the date. The coin 
remains among the finest examples of its date and type, with only 
one finer example at PCGS. Population: 9 in 65 (1 in 65+), 1 finer.

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1857-O Double Eagle, AU58 
Reflective Fields, Rare This Fine 


3834  1857-O AU58 NGC. Variety 1. All double eagles struck 
at New Orleans after 1853 are scarce or rare today. Mintages were 
small, and the coins circulated extensively in the South and were later 
exported during the Civil War by the Confederacy. Of these later New 
Orleans issues, the 1857-O is one of the more plentiful, although that 
is comparatively speaking. The date is scarce in all grades, and in 
the upper AU levels it is rare. Only a handful of Mint State coins are 
known. 

This near-Mint example displays sharp detail and lightly marked 
yellow-gold surfaces. The fields retain substantial reflectivity, which 
mellows slightly in the centers where more wear is present. An old 
reed mark behind Liberty’s eye serves as an easy pedigree marker.

1861-O Double Eagle, AU53 
Historically Important Issue 


3835 1861-O AU53 PCGS. Variety 1. The only recorded die 
variety for the 17,741 double eagles coined at New Orleans in 1861. 
Early in the year, the New Orleans Mint was operated under the 
Union, the State of Louisiana, and the Confederacy. Doug Winter 
suggests that the Union struck 5,000 pieces from January 1 to 26, the 
State of Louisiana produced 9,750 pieces from January 26 to March 
31, and the Confederate government minted 2,991 coins from April 1 
to April 30. Like most surviving 1861-O double eagles, this example 
has a weak date. Actually, it is the bottom part of the date that is 
weak. Some prooflike surface remains in the protected areas on this 
still partially lustrous green-gold double eagle. Population: 22 in 53, 
28 finer (3/20). NGC ID# 269J, PCGS# 8934 
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1861-O Liberty Double Eagle, AU55 
Final O-Mint Type One Twenty 
Historic Southern Gold Issue 


3836  1861-O AU55 NGC. Variety 1. Although not the rarest 
double eagle from the New Orleans Mint, the 1861-O is arguably 
the most historically significant and intriguing. It is the final Type One 
twenty from this mint, and it is the only double eagle to have been 
struck under the auspices of three different governing authorities: the 
Union, the State of Louisiana, and the Confederacy. 


Louisiana seceded from the Union on January 26, 1861, and 
five days later the state took control of the federal branch mint at 
New Orleans. Existing mint personnel were allowed to stay on and 
continue coinage for the state, but from this point forward, the New 
Orleans Mint ceased to provide operations reports to the Union 
government. The Mint Director’s Annual Report of 1861 recorded the 
coinage of just $244,000 worth of gold at New Orleans before its 
January 31 seizure by the state. Double eagle production overlapped 
this exchange of power. 

By late March, the State of Louisiana had officially joined the 
Confederacy, and the new central government took control of the 
mint on April 1. Before the end of the month, coinage operations 
were suspended due to exhausted bullion supplies. Only 17,741 
double eagles had been struck at New Orleans with the 1861 date. 

It is impossible to definitively identify coins struck by each 
government, as it is thought that the same die pair was used for the 
entire mintage — this is based off of the identical date position of all 
surviving coins. It is generally believed that Union coinage amounted 
to 5,000 pieces in January, and that the State of Louisiana struck an 
additional 9,750 coins in February and March, leaving a 2,991-coin 
net mintage by the Confederacy. Attempts have been made to link 
certain die states of the obverse to the coinage of one or more of 
the governing authorities, although there are differing conclusions on 
this matter. For collectors, it is often unimportant which government 
controlled the New Orleans Mint when a specific coin was struck, as 
the elusiveness of this issue and its historical importance overall are 
enough to challenge even the most well-heeled numismatists. 


We have handled mainly XF and lower-end AU examples 
of this issue. High-end AU coins rarely appear at auction, and we 
have seen only two Mint State coins, the last of which realized 
$312,000 (Heritage, 1/2018). This Choice AU example shows the 
usual weakened date numerals, a product of die lapping, which 
most researchers associate with the coinage of the Union and the 
State of Louisiana. Each side is moderately reflective in the fields and 
has bright yellow-gold color. Detail is sharp with little wear. Typical 
of New Orleans gold, the obverse has numerous small abrasions 
consistent with light circulation, a few of which on Liberty’s neck — 
including a diagonal mark on the jaw line — serve as useful pedigree 
markers. On the reverse, there is a small mark between the EN in 
TWENTY. 


The New Orleans Mint did not strike double eagles after April 
1861 until the year 1879, when it was reopened for the primary 
purpose of producing the so-called Bland silver dollars (Morgan 
dollars). Only 2,325 Liberty Head twenties were struck at New 
Orleans in 1879, after which the O-mint double eagle became a relic 
of the past. Today, there is arguably no greater historical significance 
among U.S. gold than that preserved in surviving New Orleans 
double eagles — a series bookended by the California Gold Rush and 
the outbreak of the Civil War, encompassing collectible type coins 
and fantastic rarities alike. This 1861-O coin is a relic of that historic 
pre-war era.

Attractive Shipwreck Coin 


3837 1865 MS63 NGC. Ex: S.S. Republic. Until the treasure of the 
S.S. Republic was resurrected from the ocean floor, many collectors 
had never seen a Mint State 1865 double eagle — much less had the 
opportunity to acquire one. Amazingly, some 320+ 1865 twenties 
were recovered from the shipwreck in grades ranging from AU to 
MS65. Among them was this brilliant, yellow-gold example, with a 
sharp strike and essentially mint-fresh eye appeal. Only a few minor 
abrasions exist on the smooth and attractive surfaces, including some 
light marks near Liberty’s temple. The overall quality suggests an even 
finer grade.

Important Mint State Rarity 
Among the Dozen Finest Certified 


3838 1866-S Motto MS62 PCGS. Tall S mintmark. Although struck 
in large quantity (842,250 pieces), the mintage circulated heavily in 
the West and precious few Uncirculated pieces have surfaced in 
the past 150+ years. Among those few Mint State survivors, none 
have exceeded the MS62 grade at either surface, although PCGS 
reports two Plus-graded examples at that level as of (2/20). Most 
survivors appear carelessly produced and heavily bagmarked, with 
an indifferent strike and muted mint luster. 


This is a richly frosted straw-gold coin, with only minimal 
weakness of strike evident on a few of the stars and at the central hair 
bun. Luster glows beneath the natural patina. The obverse die appears 
near its terminal state, with a strong circular die crack surrounding 
the lower portions of Liberty’s back curls and bun, where it intersects 
with an equally prominent radial crack between stars 11 and 12. 
Additional cracks curve from the bust tip through stars 1 and 2, and 
above the date. Bagmarks exist primarily on the obverse, but they are 
less frequent than usual for the issue, and consistent for the grade.

3839 1869-S MS62 NGC. Like many other San Francisco twenties 
from the 1860s, circulated examples can be had at will. Mint State 
coins present a much greater challenge — regardless of mintage, 
the denomination was a workhorse of commerce and few pieces 
were numismatically preserved. It would be several additional 
decades before mintmarks entered the consciousness of mainstream 
collectors, especially for the large gold issues that were pursued by 
only a privileged few. 

The 1869-S is decidedly scarce above the MS61 grade. This 
lustrous, rich-gold MS62 example offers great eye appeal for the 
grade. Gleaming and frosted, the surfaces show only light bagmarks 
and abrasions. The strike is a bit soft at Liberty’s upper hair strands 
and bun, as well as at stars 3 to 5. Overall quality exceptional for the 
grade and mint — few pieces are certified any finer. Census: 19 in 62

3840 = 1870-CC VF30 PCGS. Variety 2-B. The establishment of the 
Carson City Mint in the Nevada Territory was largely in response to 
the discovery of silver ore in the Comstock Lode, though gold bullion 
deposits were also accepted. Production during the facility’s first year 
of operation was primarily limited to the larger silver denominations 
(quarters through dollars), and small amounts of five, ten, and twenty 
dollar gold pieces. The double eagle had the lowest production 
total overall, with records reporting a total of only 3,789 pieces. The 
entirety of this small figure was soon dispersed into local commerce, 
where it was left to slowly fade away from loss and widespread 
circulation. As a result, the few surviving representatives exhibit light 
to moderate wear and are plagued by heavy abrasions. Apparently no 
examples were retained by contemporary collectors and those pieces 
that still exist likely survived only by chance or as part of small gold 
hoards. 

Survival estimates vary slightly, though most researchers agree 
the known population is only in the 35 to 45-coin range. Of these, 
most are in VF and XF grades, with AU examples being prohibitively 
rare. No Mint State pieces are known, and the finest certified example 
of the date is a sole AU55 coin at NGC (1/20). 


Besides its profound rarity (the greatest of any gold issue from 
the Carson City Mint), the 1870-CC double eagle also stands as one 
of the most sought-after of all American gold coins in general. Many 
collectors endeavor to complete a set of CC-mint double eagles, with 
the 1870-CC being the only legitimate “stopper,” a factor that only 
increases its desirability. The coin ranks among Garrett and Guth’s 
100 Greatest American Coins, third edition, where it is heralded as 
the “King of Carson City gold.” 

This example exhibits bright yellow-gold patina and pleasing 
detail for the grade. As always, scattered abrasions are present, some 
being significant in nature. The most noticeable are a pair of short 
cuts near the obverse rim adjacent to stars 5 and 7. The sheer rarity 
and historical allure of the issue, however, balances the appeal of this 
coin, making it an important find for the advanced Carson City gold 
specialist.

3841 1870-S MS62 PCGS. Several major collections never had 
a Mint State 1870-S double eagle, including the Dallas Bank and 
the Bass Collection. Most of the 982,000-piece mintage was either 
exported or destroyed, and those examples that survive seldom 
exceed the present coin in either numeric grade or eye appeal. Just 
one Mint State coin came out of the Saddle Ridge Hoard — an MS62 
coin, but not this one. The finest-certified at either service top out at 
MS63. The 1870-S does not seem like an issue that will benefit from 
future foreign repatriations. 


The surfaces of this example are mostly prooflike with only 
light abrasions and minor chatter scattered among the sharply struck 
motifs. In hand, the surfaces appear smooth and brightly lustrous.

There was little numismatic interest 
in double eagles in general, and branch mint issues in particular, in 
1871, so few examples were saved by contemporary collectors. As a 
result, the 1871-CC is the second rarest Carson City double eagle in 
today’s market and most examples seen are in the VF-XF grade range. 

This impressive orange-gold specimen shows VF sharpness on 
the design elements and the letters in LIBERTY remain bold. The 
surfaces are lightly abraded for the grade and the overall presentation

3843 =1871-CC AU55 NGC. Variety 2-A. It was not too long ago 
when the 1871-CC double eagle was unknown in Mint State, and 
nearly unknown in AU. In his 1982 Analysis of Auction Records, 
David Akers stated that he had never personally seen a coin that he 
would call AU, adding, “Max Humbert tells me that in the 1960's 
when we was regularly receiving rare gold coins from Europe via Paul 
Wittlin, he handled a borderline Unc. 1871-CC. That coin is by far 
the finest | have heard of and it may well be the finest known.” 

Akers’ viewpoint was shared by other numismatists in the 1970s, 
when only a few coins considered AU were offered at auction. The 
catalog description for an AU coin in New England’s May 1978 
auction described that piece, “The second finest we have ever seen, 
and doubtless one of the very finest known.” 


The landscape began to alter in the late 1980s. A coin appeared 
in Superior’s January 1988 sale of the A. Bernard Shore Collection 
that was not only Uncirculated, but was graded at the time as 
MS63 — several grades finer than the handful of AU pieces that had 
previously comprised the Condition Census. David Akers offered the 
same coin at auction again just seven months later, in lot 977 of 
Auction ‘88. He wrote of it, “We have never seen or heard of another 
1871-CC that was even close to it in grade. In fact, until we saw this 
coin, we had never seen a full mint state 1871-CC $20 and only 3 
or 4 that could even legitimately be graded AU.” That “wonder coin” 
is certified MS64 NGC today, and still ranks as the finest known by 
an impenetrable margin. It last appeared at public auction in August 
2012, as part of Stack’s Bowers’ sale of The Battleborn Collection. 


For collectors seeking a high-end example of the 1871-CC today, 
the focus is on the upper end of the AU grade range and on a few 
heavily abraded coins that have earned Mint State designations of 
MS60 or MS61. The increase in this issue’s availability at these levels 
in recent times has been from both the discovery of new pieces, 
as well as evolving grading standards. Branch mint gold specialist 
Doug Winter has noted that a great many 1871-CC double eagles 
are known that have been cleaned, and no small percentage of these 
pieces has found its way into low-end AU slabs. Thus, despite the 
increased population figures for AU-level coins, collectors seeking 
an attractive, minimally abraded 1871-CC with original surfaces face 
a task virtually as daunting as it was decades ago. 

Heritage is privileged to be able to offer the present coin. 
Substantial luster illuminates the fields, revealing attractive peach 
and orange-gold coloration. Barely any wear is evident over the 
devices, and myriad small abrasions — a staple of early Carson City 
coinage — are trivial in nature and pose little if any distraction. An 
exceptionally choice example for the AU grade range, and one that 
will fit in well with Mint State examples of later dates in a high-end 
Carson City collection.

3847 1874-S MS63 PCGS. At the Select Uncirculated level, the 
1874-S is a major rarity among Type Two double eagles. The mintage 
was substantial — more than 1.2 million pieces — yet the 1874-S is 
seldom seen any finer than MS62. We have handled just two other 
MS63 coins in our entire 20+ year archival history. Neither of those 
pieces were the present coin, which displays vibrant honey-gold 
luster and nearly mark-free surfaces. 


The coin is housed in an old PCGS blue label holder with the 
barcode on the back. Traces of die rust are visible under magnification 
on Liberty's portrait, and especially below LI of LIBERTY.

A large portion of the 1876-CC mintage was shipped overseas 
to Europe or to South America. The coins were transported loose in 
bags, where they acquired many abrasions and marks from handling.

The bulk of the Mint State population grades 
no finer than MS62, and MS63 coins are scarce. Just a few pieces 
claim a grade higher than that of the present coin. This piece displays 
attractive orange-gold luster and impressive strike sharpness.

3850  1877-CC MS62 PCGS. Variety 2-C. The rarity of the 1877- 
CC double eagle in Mint State has long been established. David Akers 
knew of a small number of Mint State coins in the early 1980s, but 
most were heavily bagmarked. That remains an accurate description 
of this issue today. PCGS and NGC combined report a few dozen 
coins in the MS60 to MS61 grade range, and just 11 finer, all in 
MS62. We have seen only three different examples of this date in 
MS62, and to our knowledge a total of only five specific coins in this 
grade have ever appeared at auction. This increases the possibility of 
duplication in the numbers reported by the grading services; at least 
one coin is known to have crossed between NGC and PCGS. 


The present coin is only the fourth example of this Carson 
City date that we have handled in the top grade. The 1877-CC is 
significantly scarcer in Mint State than the prior three issues from 
this mint. Fewer coins have been recovered from overseas hoards, 
which is the product of this issue being struck in more limited 
quantities than the 1874 through 1876 issues. From 1876 to 1877, 
double eagle production at Carson City fell from more than 138,000 
pieces to 42,565 coins. Production continued to slide through 1879, 
after which no double eagles were struck at the Nevada branch mint 
until 1882. The 1877-CC is only about half as scarce in all grades 
as the 1878-CC and 1879-CC, but its rarity in Mint State makes it a 
condition key of the Carson City set. In MS62, this issue is a major 
rarity. 

The present coin is vibrantly lustrous while at the same time 
semiprooflike, with rich orange-gold coloration. The strike is sharp, 
and light grade-limiting abrasions on Liberty's neck and in the adjacent 
field fail to subdue the immense visual appeal. Without doubt, this 
tied-finest 1877-CC double eagle would have been among the coins 
considered choice decades ago — a true Condition Census Registry 
coin.

A long die scratch runs parallel to 
the neck curls to identify one of three die pairs used to strike the small 
mintage. Only the 1870-CC, 1871-CC, and 1891-CC are scarcer 
than the 1878-CC in overall rarity among the 19 Carson City dates. 
Numerous light abrasions and faint hairlines account for the assigned 
grade of this pale orange-gold example.

Of the 9,450 1885-CC double eagles 
struck, only a few dozen pieces qualify for Mint State classification 
according to NGC and PCGS, and even this low figure could include 
duplications. This year’s coinage was cut short by the suspension of 
the Carson City Mint as a coinage facility under the Grover Cleveland 
administration. Coinage operations at Carson City resumed in late 
1889, with the transition of government to the Benjamin Harrison 
presidency, which was much more in favor of silver mining interests 
in the West. 


Surviving Mint State 1885-CC double eagles are highly sought- 
after among Carson City collectors, and double eagle enthusiasts. 
This bright yellow-gold example displays sharp detail and satiny 
surfaces.

This popular Carson City 
issue is moderately available in Mint State grades up to MS62, but 
seldom seen any finer. It is most often available in XF45 to AU55 
grades. The Nevada Mint was slow to come back to full speed after 
a three-year lapse in coinage operations, with equipment issues and 
personnel problems to overcome. A mintage of 30,945 double eagles 
was accomplished late in the year. 

This is a pleasingly original MS62 coin, with vibrant orange- 
gold color and a sharp strike. Frosted surfaces show light abrasions 
and tiny marks, but they are far fewer and less severe than usually 
encountered on the 1889-CC twenties. Lilac accents and a touch of 
mint grime add to the natural eye appeal. PCGS has seen just 10 finer 
coins, two of which are by virtue of the Plus designation. Population:

Saddle Ridge Hoard. Not too many years ago, the 1890-S double 
eagle was almost uncollectible in Gem condition for the majority 
of numismatists. The discovery of the Saddle Ridge Hoard in 2013 
changed that. The date is still a rarity in MS65, but there are now 17 
such coins reported at PCGS, including two finer examples. The bulk 
of these are from the Saddle Ridge Hoard.

Variety 1-A. This penultimate-year 
CC-mint issue was struck to the extent of 27,265 pieces. The peak 
production years for the fabled Comstock Lode, the fuel that kept 
Carson City’s fires burning, were 1876 through 1878, when about

out, and Carson City would close its door to coinage operations 
in 1893. Given the small mintage, it is understandable that only a 
single die pair was required to make the 1892-CC twenties. It is also 
understandable, but nonetheless a joy to behold, that this piece shows 
much prooflike tendencies under a light overlay of field chatter. Deep 
field reflectivity and radiant cartwheel luster enhance the surfaces, 
which further offer attractive orange-gold color.

Fortunately, the issue 
enjoyed a high survival rate, as the coins were never released into 
circulation. Although most of the mintage was sent to Subtreasuries 
for regular distribution, Mint and Treasury officials snapped up the 
coins as soon as they were shipped and sold them to VIPs and coin 
dealers at a steep markup. Roger W. Burdette estimates the surviving 
population at about 8,000 examples in all grades today. 

This delightful Gem exhibits a wire rim, or fin, around much of 
the circumference of the coin. This feature is seen on the majority of 
the High Reliefs and was initially considered a liability, but present- 
day collectors find it interesting and attractive. The design elements 
show razor-sharp detail on the central devices, and the reddish-gold 
surfaces are free of mentionable distractions. Vibrant mint luster adds 
to the outstanding eye appeal.

3864 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS67 PCGS. As an homage 
to the centennial of President Theodore Roosevelt’s birth year, the 
November 1958 issue of The Numismatist included an article entitled 
“Theodore Roosevelt and our Coinage,” by Elston G. Bradfield 
(LM 266). Indeed, Roosevelt's numismatic accomplishments are 
impressive. He was one of the driving forces behind the redesign of 
the ten and twenty dollar gold coins in 1907, and was in office when 
Victor David Brenner’s Lincoln cent was introduced, replacing the 
long-standing Indian Head design. Specifically, Bradfield touches on 
Roosevelt's distaste for the coins in circulation, his hiring of Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens, the president’s thoughts on the motto IN GOD WE 
TRUST (he believed including it on coinage was sacrilegious), and 
how Roosevelt used his influence to secure a commission for Brenner 
to redesign the cent. The takeaway is just how significant President 
Roosevelt’s contributions were in initiating the so-called Renaissance 
of American Coinage. Even in the face of other presidential duties, 
Roosevelt found the time to make a lasting impact in numismatics, 
arguing in his autobiography: 

“ ... certain things were done of which the economic 
bearing was more remote, but which bore directly upon 
our welfare, because they add to the beauty of living and 
therefore to the joy of life. Securing a great artist, Saint- 
Gaudens, to give us the most beautiful coinage since the 
decay of Hellenistic Greece was one such act.” 


This is one of the coins for which President Roosevelt and 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens are directly responsible. This MCMVII High 
Relief double eagle exhibits sculptural, three dimensional design 
elements, with razor-sharp definition on the central devices. Like 
the majority of High Reliefs, this coin features a high fin, or Wire 
Rim, around much of the circumference of the coin, caused by metal 
extruded through the narrow gap between the collar and the dies 
during striking. The basined fields give extra depth to the central 
figures and the impeccably preserved orange-gold surfaces are awash 
in satiny mint luster. Eye appeal is terrific. From a limited mintage of 
12,367 pieces, this iconic American issue is prized by numismatists 
of all collecting disciplines.

These bags had been 
temporarily stored in the vault of a Wells Fargo Bank, to which 
the hoard owes its name. The 1908 No Motto Double Eagles from 
the “Wells Fargo Hoard” are of nearly uniform high quality, most 
grading out in the MS65 to MS67 range when they were submitted 
to the major certification services. Even more significantly, the hoard 
contained 10 MS69s.

Recently, collectors trying to put together truly 
exceptional sets of the series have discovered just how difficult all 
the members of this nine coin group really are to find in superb 
mint state (MS66 or better) condition ... Although for a long time the 
1908 With Motto was considered one of the rarest of the group, it 
is now correctly seen to be the second most common in gem MS65 
condition after the 1910 although it is not as rare as the 1910 in 
superb mint state. In fact, along with the 1911, the 1908 With Motto 
is the most available of the early P-Mint issues in MS66 or higher 
grade. Even so, only about 12-15 exist at that level.

No Motto, many of them grading choice to gem uncirculated with 
some superb MS66 and, in the case of the With Motto issue, one 
or two MS67 specimens included as well. Today, the 1908-D With 
Motto is only moderately scarce in gem condition and certainly not 
rare by any means. Superb MS66 examples remain rare, however, 
and MS67 specimens are extremely rare with only a handful known.

This is one of the most popular issues of the Saint-Gaudens double 
eagle series due to its unique status in the series as an overdate. 
Prior to the 1960s this issue was not seen very often in uncirculated 
condition but then substantial quantities were located in various Paris 
and Swiss banks by Paul Wittlin who served as a gold coin buyer for 
James Kelly (a famous Dayton, Ohio, coin dealer) and later Paramount 
International Coin Corporation. Other hoards were discovered over 
the next several decades as well and this issue is now relatively 
common in the lower uncirculated grades and only scarce at the 
MS63 grade level. At the very choice level, the 1909/8 is very scarce, 
if not moderately rare and true gems are very rare with possibly fewer 
than 20 specimens known. Superb uncirculated examples, that is, 
those grading MS66 are extremely rare and it is doubtful if more than 
7-9 exist; none have been graded above that level. This is one of 
the prime condition rarities of the series, just slightly more rare, but 
considerably more popular and expensive, than the 1909 to which it 
is most typically, and obviously, compared.

Prior to about two decades ago, when a fairly large hoard of 
uncirculated examples was discovered in Europe, the 1909 was 
considered to be a very scarce issue in any grade and a rare one in 
choice uncirculated condition or better. The hoard changed all that, 
however, and now the 1909 is strictly a condition rarity, that is, one 
whose rarity is almost entirely dependent on the grade rather than the 
total number of specimens known. There were hundreds of choice 
and even very choice uncirculated specimens in the hoard and so 
at those levels the 1909 is now considered scarce rather than rare. 
However, the addition of the hoard specimens to the total population 
didn’t diminish the rarity of gems of this date. They are still considered 
very rare and probably no more than 20-25 MS65 quality examples 
are known to exist, if that many. The number of superb MS66 quality 
specimens is much smaller, probably less than half the MS65 
population, and none have been graded above that level.

The 1911-D Saint-Gaudens 
double eagle claims a substantial mintage of 846,500 pieces, with all 
the coins delivered in the first half of the year. Many of these coins 
(perhaps as many as 415,000 examples) were used to settle large 
accounts in foreign trade near the time of issue. Those coins were 
held in banks in Europe and Central and South America for many 
years, escaping the massive melts that followed the Gold Recall of 
1933 in this country. When collecting double eagles became popular 
in the late 1930s, many of these coins were repatriated from foreign 
holdings to satisfy collector demand. Based on auction archives and 
certification data, Roger W. Burdette believes several thousand high- 
quality examples were recovered from Central American sources after 
import restrictions were eased in 1972. These coins were in near- 
pristine condition and probably stored in their original bags. Most of 
the Superb Gem examples we know about today are probably from 
this source. 

The present coin is a spectacular Superb Gem, with sharply 
detailed design elements throughout. Fine definition is apparent on 
Liberty’s facial features and the Capitol. The impeccably preserved 
orange-gold surfaces are free of mentionable distractions and vibrant 
mint luster radiates from both sides. Overall eye appeal is terrific.

The 1911-S is not 
difficult to locate in lower Uncirculated grades, but the issue is scarce 
at the MS66 level, and finer coins are virtually unobtainable. This 
Plus-graded Premium Gem easily ranks in the Condition Census for 
the issue. The design elements are sharply detailed, aside from some 
trivial softness on the torch flames. The vivid orange-gold surfaces are 
impeccably preserved, with vibrant mint luster and outstanding eye 
appeal.

The 1911-S is similar in overall rarity to the 1916-S, although it is 
much more challenging to locate in high grades. In grades at or 
below the MS64 level, this is a decidedly common issue, while Gems 
can only be considered scarce when viewed in the wider context 
of this series. In 1983, a hoard of several thousand Mint State coins 
was discovered in El Salvador. While the hoard contained several 
thousand mostly lower-grade Mint State coins, it also featured a 
number of high-grade pieces, including several Gems. A handful of 
MS66s are also known, but the population dwindles to just one or 
two coins at the Superb Gem level.

The discrepancy was due to the Mint 
Director’s failure to include the coins struck in December of 1912 
in his total for the year. The discovery of a large hoard of lower 
Mint State coins in Eastern Europe around 1993 made the 1912 an 
available issue in grades up to the MS6@4 level. Finer coin s remain 
elusive, however. This Plus-graded Gem offers sharply detailed design 
elements and well-preserved orange-gold surfaces, with vibrant mint 
luster throughout.

Although the Guide Book mintage 
figure (the official reported number) is 149,750 coins, Roger 
Burdette, upon examination of delivery records from the coiner, 
suggests that the actual production figure is 169,750 coins. The 
difference is perhaps unimportant, since most of the mintage was 
exported. Burdette writes in Saint-Gaudens Double Eagles, “Out of 
an available mintage of 169,565 pieces [the mintage less assay coins 
and Mint Cashier holdings], at least 115,000 went to Europe and 
only about 15,000 were shipped to Central or South America. This 
distinction is important because in Europe coins were either melted 
or repeatedly counted and rebagged.

In addition, the 1913-S is rarer in high grades than 
the 1929, 1931, 1931-D and 1932 - all four of which are heavily 
melted issues that are more instantly recognizable as rarities in most 
numismatic circles.

Among the nine early P-Mint issues from the 1908 With Motto to the 
1915, the 1914 is in the middle of the pack rarity-wise. It is easily 
obtainable in any mint state grade short of the gem levels and even 
gem MS65 specimens, though certainly rare, do come on the market 
from time to time. At the gem level, the 1914 is more or less on a par 
with the 1911, 1912 and 1915, less rare than the 1909, 1909/8 and 
1913, and more rare than the 1908 With Motto and 1910.

Only a few hundred 1920-S double eagles were 
paid out by the San Francisco Mint cashier, joined by a few remaining 
pyx coins set aside at the Philadelphia Mint, to be parceled out to 
institutions and privileged individuals. The remaining half million 
1920-S double eagles simply disappeared from storage and were 
never distributed, presumably melted. 

Research by Roger Burdette suggests only 200 pieces survive, 
with virtually no foreign repatriates seen nor expected. More than 
half of the survivors exist in circulated grades or low Uncirculated 
conditions. This is one of the highly sought Mint State survivors, 
with lustrous, medium-gold surfaces and a light scattering of small 
abrasions. The strike is above average for a 1920-S, which almost 
always shows weakness at the peripheral obverse elements and at 
isolated high-points.

3882 1921 AU50 PCGS. Double eagles were struck late in the 
year in 1921 and the coins were all held in government storage, to 
serve as Currency reserves. Only a few examples were paid out in 
ordinary transactions by the Philadelphia Mint Cashier, acquired for 
museum collections through Mint Cabinet Curator T.L. Comparette, 
or obtained by private collectors from the Treasurer's Office. The great 
majority of the mintage remained stored in Mint or Treasury vaults 
until 1933, when President Roosevelt’s Gold Recall was enacted. 
Shortly afterward, the government-held coins were melted into gold 
bars and stored at Fort Knox. Roger W. Burdette estimates no more 
than 175 examples survive today in all grades. 


The present coin is an impressive AU specimen that shows just 
a trace of wear on the high points of the strongly impressed design 
elements. The orange-gold surfaces are lightly abraded and retain 
considerable amounts of original mint luster. A thin scratch in the left 
obverse field can serve as a pedigree marker.

3883 1921 AU55 NGC. The 1921 Saint-Gaudens double eagle 
claims an unremarkable mintage of 528,500 pieces, but the issue 
has always been one of the most challenging of the series. The 
double eagles were the only gold coins struck that year and all were 
delivered in November (90,000 pieces) and December (438,500 
examples). Many collectors probably concluded that there would be 
no gold coinage in 1921 and gave up looking for the coins by the 
time they were issued. Those who did persist in the search found it 
virtually impossible to secure a specimen, as the coins were intended 
as Currency reserves and none were released for circulation that year. 


Even Thomas Louis Comparette, the Curator of the Mint Cabinet, 
had trouble acquiring specimens. Writing to his friend George 
Godard on December 22, Comparette reported, “... up till now | 
have not been able to secure the Double eagles. | confidently expect 
to succeed, however, though it may not be until the last days of the 
year.” None of the coins were shipped to banks or Federal Reserve 
Banks for distribution, but a few residual coins were eventually paid 
out by the Philadelphia Mint Cashier and Comparette did succeed in 
getting specimens for the Mint Cabinet and some other collections 
he regularly provided specimens for. When the Assay Commission 
returned the untested coins from the assay, a few more specimens 
became available. However, the great majority of the mintage was 
held in government storage until the Gold Recall of 1933, and 
subsequently melted. Roger W. Burdette estimates the surviving 
population at 175 examples in all grades today. 


The 1921 Saint-Gaudens double eagle is one of the few issues 
in the series that is seen as often in circulated grades as in Mint State. 
This attractive Choice AU specimen shows just a trace of wear on the 
strongly impressed design elements. The rich yellow and orange-gold 
surfaces retain considerable amounts of original mint luster and show 
the expected number of minor abrasions for the grade. The overall 
presentation is most attractive for this sought-after series key.

The mintage of more 
than 2.9 million pieces is interesting but of only historical significance, 
because the 1924-S double eagle was never distributed into domestic 
commerce in large quantity. The number of coins actually paid out by 
the Mint was well under 10% of the total mintage, with most of the 
remaining mintage lost to the Gold Act meltings. A few coins were 
exported, although Roger Burdette estimates just 500 repatriates have 
surfaced from foreign holdings. Most of those survivors are in About 
Uncirculated to low Uncirculated condition. 

This resplendent, near-Gem example might be one of the few 
coins paid out by the San Francisco Mint to privileged individuals 
in 1924, or perhaps one of the pyx coins that remained at the 
Philadelphia Mint. Lovely orange-gold surfaces emit a satiny glow, 
with lilac accents near the borders and strong mint luster throughout 
both sides. A few tiny marks are noted on the reverse within the sun’s 
rays. The strike is sharp for a 1924-S, with only minor loss of detail on 
Liberty’s torch hand and flame.

Dealers and collectors (in the 1940s) knew the mintage figures of the 
double eagles struck during the 1920s and were well aware of the fact 
that the coins were not really minted for circulation but rather to be 
held by the government as part of the gold reserves that backed the 
country’s currency. They also knew that after 1933 virtually all of the 
gold coins held by the Treasury were melted into gold bars and so, 
when 1926-S double eagles almost never were offered for sale either 
privately or at public auction, it was reasonable and logical to assume 
that they had all been melted, with the exception of just a very few 
specimens that may have been acquired directly from the mint in the 
year of issue. What dealers and collectors did not know, however, 
about the 1926-S and most of the other large mintage issues of the 
1920s was that large quantities of double eagles had been sent to 
Europe between 1926 and 1933 for various payments. Beginning in 
the early 1950s many of these coins, including numerous mint state 
specimens of the 1926-S, were returned to the U.S.

Although there was little demand 
for double eagles in the Depression era economy of 1931, the 
Philadelphia Mint struck a substantial production of more than 2.9 
million pieces that year. The coins were intended to be used as 
currency reserves and it is doubtful that any were released to Federal 
Reserve Banks for commercial distribution. As a result, the great 
majority of the mintage was still in government storage in 1933, 
when the Gold Recall took effect. Virtually the entire mintage of 1931 
double eagles was subsequently melted and stored as gold bars at 
the Fort Knox Bullion Depository. Roger W. Burdette estimates the 
surviving population at about 110 examples today, with nearly all of 
them in Mint State grades. As Ron Guth notes on PCGS CoinFacts, 
“The 1931 is a very rare coin but, when found, it is usually nice.” 

Probably the first auction appearance of the 1931 double eagle 
was in lot 1393 of the Needham, Herrick an Others Collections 
(Thomas Elder, 9/1937): 


“1931 $20. Of the U.S. St. Gaudens type. A very rare year. 
First ever offered at auction sale! Value $350. Brilliant 
Uncirculated. Of greatest rarity.” 


Elder’s estimate of $350 was quite high for a coin that could 
have been purchased for face value only six years before. More 
recent sales include the MS66 PCGS example in lot 3308 of the FUN 
Signature (Heritage, 1/2007), that realized $132,250. 

This magnificent Premium Gem was previously a highlight of 
the Phillip H. Morse Collection, one of the finest collections of Saint- 
Gaudens double eagles of all time. This spectacular coin displays 
attractive variegated peach and yellow-gold patination imbued with 
subtle hints of mint green. Both sides radiate exceptionally attractive 
luster, and the design features are sharply impressed throughout. 
A minute mark on the knee of Liberty’s left leg is mentioned for 
accuracy. It, and a light horizontal grease streak in the gown to the 
right of Liberty’s left (facing) calf, can be used as pedigree markers. 
The vertical die break that sometimes is seen extending through the 
eagle’s beak does not occur on this piece. This coin should find a 
home in the finest collection or Registry Set.

Sought-After Late-Date Key 
Final D-Mint Twenty 


3891 1931-D MS64+ PCGS. Unlike many of the great rarities 
in the Saint-Gaudens double eagle series, which were produced 
in large numbers and owe their elusive nature to massive melting 
after 1933, the 1931-D started out with a fairly modest mintage of 
106,500 pieces. All the coins were delivered in the first quarter of 
1931 and no double eagles were ever struck at the Denver Mint in 
later years. There is no record of any of those coins being shipped 
to banks or Federal Reserve Banks for distribution, as there was no 
commercial demand for twenty dollar gold coins in the shrinking 
Depression-era economy. Virtually all of the double eagles were 
stored as currency reserves until 1933, when President Roosevelt's 
Gold Recall was enforced. All the coins in government storage were 
then easily rounded up and melted, to be stored as gold bars in the 
Fort Knox Bullion Repository. 

Fortunately, a total of 234 1931-D double eagles was held for 
ordinary transactions by the cashiers of the Philadelphia and Denver 
Mints, after the Assay Commission returned the untested assay pieces. 
In addition, the Treasurer’s Office in Washington, D.C. requested 
a total of 250 pieces for potential sale to collectors. Mint records 
indicate the Denver Mint also paid out seven double eagles in 1931, 
so the total number of coins available to the public was 234+250+7 = 
491 pieces. Later records show 50 coins from the Treasurer’s holdings 
were turned in for melting, reducing the total of pieces potentially 
available to just 441 examples.

3892  1931-D MS65 PCGS. Ex: Fox. A small mintage of 106,500 
Saint-Gaudens double eagles was accomplished at the Denver Mint 
in 1931, the final year any gold coins were struck at that facility. The 
double eagles were delivered in four batches in March and April, 
and none were shipped to Federal Reserve Banks for distribution. The 
great majority of the mintage was held in Mint and Treasury vaults 
until the Gold Recall of 1933 took effect, and subsequently melted. 
Roger W. Burdette estimates only 125 examples survive today, almost 
all in Mint State grades. 


For many years the 1931-D double eagle was believed to be 
more elusive than its 1931 and 1932 counterparts, but a group of 15 
to 20 examples surfaced in 1984, making the 1931-D slightly more 
available. Heritage Auctions Co-Chairman Jim Halperin remembers: 


“When the hoard appeared | quickly adjusted my thinking 
regarding their market value as a result of the sudden spurt 
in availability ... | think they were mostly MS63-64 quality, 
with maybe a few Gems.” 


The new coins were quickly absorbed by the marketplace and 
did nothing to alter the rarity of the 1931-D in grades above the MS64 
level. 

The present coin is a delightful Gem, with sharply detailed 
design elements in most areas, and just a trace of softness on the 
eagle’s belly. The well-preserved yellow and orange-gold surfaces 
show a few highlights of lilac at selected angles. No mentionable 
distractions are evident, even on close inspection, and vibrant mint 
luster radiates from both sides. Overall visual appeal is outstanding 
for this sought-after series key.

David Akers (2012) Comments: 


Among the five famous late date Saint-Gaudens issues, the 1931-D 
is the fourth rarest overall, more rare than only the 1929 in terms of 
the total number of pieces known. This is due to the discovery of a 
number of MS62 to MS64 examples that were found in small hoards 
over the past 30 years. Gerald Bauman, former Chief Numismatist of 
MTB, also once assured me that he knew of the existence of a hoard 
consisting of approximately 40-50 examples of the 1931-D of similar 
quality to the earlier hoards but | do not know whether or not that 
group has been sold since that time. Although only fourth in terms 
of population rarity among the late dates, the 1931-D is exceeded 
in rarity only by the 1930-S in gem MS65 condition while in superb 
MS66 condition the 1931-D is perhaps the rarest.

This is an iconic piece of North Carolina 
gold and a significant opportunity for specialists in the Territorial 
gold series. The Bechtler family was the premier private coiner in 
operation during the North Carolina gold rush of the 1830s. At a 
time when federal specie was virtually unseen in circulation, the 
Bechtlers successfully converted the gold mined in and around 
Rutherfordton and beyond into coinage suitable for local commerce, 
and of consistently high quality. It was a group of local miners who 
first petitioned Christopher Bechtler, a respected jeweler, to perform 
this assaying and coining service. According to Don Kagin, “this was 
quite agreeable to Bechtler, for on July 2, 1831, and for several weeks 
thereafter, he ran an advertisement which announced that he was 
ready to coin the products of the mines into $2.50 and $5.00 pieces 
... -” Later, Bechtler would be the first to put gold dollars into the 
channels of American commerce. 

This particular variety, stamped NORTH CAROLINA GOLD 
around the obverse with 20.C. and 75.G. in the centers, is a major 
rarity in any grade. Green-gold surfaces display original reddish 
accents and strong detail throughout. Wear is almost nonexistent, 
and ticks are minimal.

AU58+ NGC. K-2, R.5. When James Marshall discovered gold 
glittering in the American River at Sutter’s Mill in January 1848, 
it sparked an enormous migration not just from the East coast of 
the United States to California, but from Europe and Asia as well. 
Thousands of so-called Forty-Niners came overland and by sea via 
the Panama route in search of their fortune. The small village of San 
Francisco, known as Yerba Buena until 1847, saw its population swell 
to tens of thousands of people by the summer of 1849. This had a 
twofold effect. On the one hand, it drove tremendous economic 
growth, but on the other hand it resulted in a scarcity of coin. 


Dave Bowers writes in America’s Greatest Treasure Ship: The 
S.S. Central America, The Second Treasure-Finding Journey (2019): 
“Emigrants coming to California by land or sea brought pans, shovels, 
containers for gold, contraptions for processing gold without much 
work, etc., but few thought to bring much in the way of money.” 
Everyday commercial transactions were conducted mainly using 
gold dust measured by the “pinch.” It was far from a perfect medium, 
easily subject to manipulation through the addition of brass filings, 
improper weighing, and differences in purity. Compounding the issue 
was the fact that the U.S. Custom House, where taxes and duties on 
imports were paid, accepted coin only. 

Banks and private coiners and assayers saw opportunity, setting 
up in San Francisco and elsewhere during the early years of the 
Gold Rush. While many of them were above reproach, others were 
known for their less-than-stellar reputations. Californians called on 
the federal government to establish a branch mint on the West coast 
almost immediately, and several proposals were made in 1849-1850. 
Ultimately, the government compromised by establishing the United 
States Assay Office on September 30, 1850, awarding the contract to 
the esteemed firm of Moffat & Co. With Augustus Humbert serving 
as U.S. Assayer of Gold, the assay office would have the power to 
stamp gold coins with uniform weights, fineness, and values with 
the backing of the federal government, and their coins would be 
accepted at the Custom House. 


Augustus Humbert arrived in San Francisco on January 30, 1851 
with dies engraved by the noted American sculptor and medalist 
Charles Cushing Wright. The first coins struck were of this type and 
minted on January 31. According to Don Kagin, writing in Private 
Gold Coins and Patterns of the United States, they “were made so that 
their value could be stamped after the die was used, by leaving space 
between the ‘D’ for dollars and the ‘C’ for cents.” Kagin adds that the 
new “slugs,” which have become emblematic of the California Gold 
Rush, “forced most of the inferior privately issued gold piece out of 
circulation” and “sufficiently cleansed the business world of debased 
coins formerly tolerated out of necessity.” 


The appeal of the 1851 United States Assay Office — Augustus 
Humbert fifties is undeniable. Their shape, size, and the role they 
played in Western commerce all hold tremendous weight with 
collectors. This first-year Lettered Edge, No 50 Reverse type is 
particularly important, having been among the first coins issued and 
the only ones made from dies engraved by Wright (later fifties were 
done by Albert Kuner). The example offered here survives in near- 
Mint condition. The eagle, legends, and reverse engine turning are 
strongly defined and virtually unworn. The edges and corners are 
slightly rounded, and the yellow and olive-gold surfaces exhibit a 
few scattered marks, but the overall condition is fantastic, matching 
the coin’s historical and numismatic significance.

The United States Assay Office of 
Gold, located in San Francisco, operated as a provisional U.S. Mint 
in California prior to the opening of the official San Francisco Mint in 
1854. The well-respected Assay Office coinage was widely accepted 
in domestic and foreign trade during the Gold Rush era. Trained as a 
watchmaker, Augustus Humbert received Congressional approval as 
the government assayer, arriving in San Francisco early in 1851. He 
returned to his New York home in 1860 where he lived another 13 
years. The Chapman brothers sold his coin collection posthumously 
in 1902. The iconic fifty dollar slugs issued by the Assay Office are 
among the most evocative relics of this colorful period in American 
history.

The new 
branch mint lacked the necessary alloy and parting acids for full- 
scale production, and its output was erratic. Kellogg & Co. produced 
300,000 or so gold twenties during that period, and in 1855 an even 
greater mintage was accomplished, preventing a run on local banks.

(William Kilborn, Theophilus Magruder, James Taylor, George 
Abernethy, William Wilson, William Rector, John Gill Campbell, and 
Noyes Smith) established a private mint in Oregon City in March of 
1849, with the aim of converting the plentiful gold dust from the 
California gold fields into a more suitable medium of exchange. The 
mint was operational for about six months and issued approximately 
6,000 coins of the five dollar denomination and 2,850 ten dollar 
pieces before the firm disbanded in September. The coins were 
readily accepted in the regional economy at the time, but almost all 
of the output was turned in for recoinage once the San Francisco Mint 
opened in 1854. Examples are seldom encountered today and high- 
grade specimens are especially elusive. 

This impressive example shows light-to-moderate wear, with 
VF sharpness on the design elements. The slightly granular orange- 
gold surfaces are relatively lightly abraded, but a number of minor 
planchet voids are evident on both sides and the coin shows evidence 
of plugging at 12:00 on the obverse. The overall presentation is still 
quite pleasing for this elusive early Gold Rush issue.

652. The importance and trustworthiness of Kellogg & Humbert was 
established in 1855, two years prior to the sinking of the S.S. Central 
America. A short mention in the A/ta California on April 2 of that year 
announced the formation of a partnership between John G. Kellogg 
and Augustus Humbert. Humbert’s name was immediately followed 
by “Late United States Assayer.” This mention lent immediate 
credibility to the new partnership. Kellogg & Humbert maintained 
his reputation for public trust throughout the history of the assaying 
company. Their reputation of scrupulous honesty is undoubtedly why 
the vast majority of gold ingots recovered in the salvage efforts of the 
S.S. Central America were assayed, poured, and cast into molds by 
Kellogg & Humbert. In fact, there were 343 Kellogg ingots recovered 
out of a total of 532 from the five assaying companies represented in 
the salvage efforts. As one would expect from such a large sampling, 
the size and weight of individual ingots varied widely - the smallest 
only 5.71 ounces, ranging up to the largest, dubbed the “Eureka” bar 
that weighed an astonishing 933.94 ounces. 

Among the 343 recovered ingots from Kellogg & Humbert there 
is also a wide variation in punch alignment, interesting errors and 
omissions, and misalignments. This is a perfectly punched ingot 
that was poured into Mold K&H-02 (41 mm x 52 mm). The massive 
Bowers reference on the $.S. Central America has remarkably few 
typos, but there is one on this ingot listing. It is listed as 21.30 ounces, 
when in fact the ingot is actually stamped 21.36 ounces. The reason 
seems to be the incomplete loop in the 6, which is then followed by 
an O that looks very much like a zero. This small to medium-sized 
ingot is neatly laid out. The top side reads: No 869 / 21.36 Oz / 
843 FINE / $372.22. The company hallmark is a bit oversized. It is 
placed on the long, right side with the word ASSAYERS about halfway 
present. Bright yellow-gold color throughout.

30 Wall Street. Over the years we have only offered 28 NYAO gold 
ingots. According to Samuel Armstrong Nelson in 1900 in his The 
ABC of Wall Street, 


“The building is employed in assaying, parting and refining 
crude bullion, coin, jewelry, old bars and the precious 
metals in such other forms as they may be presented. All 
metal is turned out in the form of bars of various weight, 
stamped by the Government with letters and figures which 
certify to the weight and quality of the metal. Most of the 
work is done for private persons ... “ 


This particular ingot presents its own mysteries, which 
undoubtedly will increase its value to collectors. The top side has 
a well-centered round hallmark, which appears to have only been 
used in 1945 and 1946 (thanks to Ken Conaway for this observation). 
Below the hallmark: FINE / 999.6. The long, right side has the weight 
stamped as: OZS 24.16. The long, left side has the melt number 751 
in a different font. Now, for the mysterious part. The leading, bottom 
edge and the top edge both show extensive chisel marks. At first 
we thought these were digs, done to remove some of the gold. But 
the weight is correct. Which means this was intentionally done in 
the Assay Office. Why? Our best guess is the numerals on each of 
these sides were incorrect and the Assay Office did not want bad 
information impressed into the ingot. Most of the digits can be at least 
partially read. The melt number on the leading, bottom edge is 52_8. 
On the top, trailing edge we can make out a serial number 2089. We 
remember only seeing this once before. In our 2014 National Money 
Show Signature we sold another 1946 gold ingot (25.42 ounces) with 
cancellation marks on both ends. Another curiosity on this piece is 
the back has concentric circles (ovals, actually) that radiate out from 
the center. The ingot measures: 38 x 54 x 19 mm. All six sides present 
attractive, bright gold with no alloy spots or color variations.
